2. Dn or before the 25tli Dctolier 1918. every whole.sale ilealer .shall 
apply to the Chairman of the Cotton .\dvisory Committee appointed by the 
T.ocsd Government fora license to deal in wh(de.sale trsinstictions. 

3. dTie said Committee shall consider every snch application, itiu' 
may. at its di.scretion. gmnt or refuse any such licen.se. 

4. From and after the 25th October 1918, no wholestde dealer shall, 
without a license, make any wholesjtle [)urcha.se of cotton cloth or cotton 
piece-gooils. 

5. From and after the 31st .lanuary 1919, no wl.tdesale dealer shul 
without a license, make ii wholesale side of cotton cloth or Iwtton pie« 
goods.

to State Technical Scholarships. 

I.N tho year 1903 His Majesty’s Secretary of State for India sanctioned, 
as a provisional measure, the institution of a certain nunil)er of t(‘el)iiical 
scholarships tenable by Indians in Europe or America. The purjtose of these 
scliolarships was to provide for that higher technical education which might 
qualify them to assist in promoting e.xisting Indian industries and ilevcdoping 
new industrios whenever this might be possible. It has been the practice for 
tlu^ Uoverninent of India to award scholarships of the value of £150 a yt'ar. 
tenable for two years and not exceeding 10 in number, of which one is 
ordinarily allotted to the Presidency of Bengal. 

'J. The existing procedure for nomination to these scholarships is as 
follows, 'riio industries to he encouraged in any particular year are fixed by this 
Covernmont in consultation with the representatives of mercantile and indus¬ 
trial linns and associations, preference being given to industries in which 
Indian capital and enterprise are engaged and which olFer scope for the skill 
and ability of the scholars on their return to this country. AlP r the 
industiios havi- been selected, applications are itivitt'd by the Director of 
Public Instruction, Bengal, who submits his nominations to this (lovermnenl. 
'I’lie Governor in (Jouncil then forwanls his recommendations to the Govern¬ 
ment of India, who finally decide whether the scholarships should be awarded 
to the candidates nominat('d by rliis Government or not. 

3. Und(U’ the r(‘visod rules promulgated by the Government of India, 
with their letter No. 175, dated the 18th .March 1918, the nuinlicr of scho¬ 
larships tenable at one time has been raised to a maximum of 30. out of which 
1 have b('en assigned to this Presidency, 'fhe scholarshiiis will be of the 
value of £150 a year and will be tenable for not less than tw'o years or inoia! 
than five years. Before proceeding to Europe the scholars will be rcciiiireil to 
undergo a course of practical training of not less than omi year, and after their 
••('turn they w'ill have a further training for one year in practical work. 
As regaiaLs the selection of industries, the i)rinciples hitherto follow'ed will 
be observed. The rules also provide that a Board of Selection should b(' 
constitul(“d in each province for the purpose of recommending candidates 
to the Local Government.

Field Operations. 

Xo. 3311 .—The following despatch from Lieuteuant-Geiieml Sir W. K 
Marshall, k.C.b., K.c.8.t., Cominanding-iii-Chief, Mesopotamian Expeditionary 
Force, on the operations in Mesopotamia from October Ist. 1917, to March 
81st, 1918, is pnblislicd for general information .— 

1 assumed the conimund of this Force on the 18th November last on the 
death of the late lamented Lieutenant-General Sir Stanley Maude, and now 
have the honour to submit a report on the operntions in Mesopotamia from 
Octal)er 1st, 1917 till 81st March of this year. 

2. 'I'lie lust despatch of General Maude covered the period April 1st to 
September 30th. 1917. and concluded witii the upemtions which reHuItcd in 
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the capture and occupation of Bumndi on tlie Euphrates. At tlie coininence- 
inent of the period covered hy tin? present despatfdi thi.s force was opposed 
on the north-ea-st by Tark.s, who were holding the liills known as .Toixjl 
Haoirin, while up the Tigrl.s they were entrenched In front of Daur. and the 
left wing was secure at Ramadi. 

3. At the beginning of October It was decided to clear the Tnrks fioni 
the left bank of the Dlnla, and oerenpy tlie .lebei Hamrin astride of that 
river, In order that the control of the canals might be in our hands. This 
oi>eratioii was entrusted to the Corj)s then under my command. I <lecide<| 
as a prelltninury operation (o drive the 'I'nrks out of their ffu'ward positions 
on the riglit l)ank of tlie Diaia. where tliey were liolding a line near Deli 
Abbas, and after that to hold them in fronr whilst my main attack developed 
from the south-east against their left flank. Theses measures liad the desired 
effect of dislodging the enemy from a very strong position with extrji- 
ordinarily few casualties in my force l)ur owing to the Diala l)eing, at 
that lime of year, fordable in innnmeral)le places the Ijiilk of tlie Turks 
evaded capture, destroyed tlieir bridge at Kizll Robat and retreated to tlie 
right hank of the riveV. All our objectives were gained and a po.sition 
.astride the Diala gorge, protecting the head works of the canals, was seized 
and consolidated. 

To ensure a perfect sysleni of coinmnnicalioji in tlie new forward area, 
considerable work was necessitaUMl. 'Phe main canals, i-f.. Khalis. 
Mansurlya. Khorassan, Mahriit, Hariiniya, and Rnz, as well as tlicir 
numerous (listrilmtarios. were rapidly liridged often at more than one place 
and this moliile liridging etjiiipmenl was snl)sc(piently replaced liy more 
perinanenl .structures cajialde of carrying heavy loads. To oridges of 
various sizes were built in this area aloiu', and the .Jebel Hamrin. whiidi. 
prior to our (K^cupation. vvas a roadless tangle of hills, was gradually pierced 
l)y (I very complete and convenient number of roads suitable for wliecled 
traflic. Tlicse roads have involved heavy work not only in digging Imt in 
ro(dv cutting through the hills and In metalling over tlie sandy flats. 

4. Whilst the operations referred to in paragraph 3 were in progiess 
the 18th Turkish Army Corps on the Tigris undertook a counter denioustra¬ 
tion against our troops on that line ami in the middle of October advanced 
as far as Rl Hnwe.slat. 8 miles north of Samarra. where they proceeded to 
»*ntrench tliem.selves. tJeiieral Mamie decided to attack before they had 
time to- consolidate tlieir position to any great extent, aud on the 24tli 
October after a nigiit march our leading division on the Tigris front captured 
El Huweslat, which the Tnrks had evacuated in ha.ste. and then pushed 
north to Daur snjiported by our cavalry. 'Phis position wa,s captured on 
2ud November by the 28th Infantry Brigade, who by pressing on with 
vigour caused the 'J’nrks to evacuate also tlieir second line of trenches. 
The cavalry cmleavonred to press ronmi the western flank but were met 
with heavy artillery tire, under cover of which the Turks withdrew 'to 
'I’ekrit. Altliongli by this time our infaniry had already marched "30 miles 
in 24 honrs.it was decided to pnsli on to Tekrit ami on 5th November the 
8th [nfantry Brigade a.s.sauited the hostile position at tliat i)lace. capturing 
the whole of their objectives and repelling two con liter-attacks in force. 
The enemy suffered heavily and many pri.s(mor.s were taken. Meantime (lie 
cavalry supported by tlie lOtli Infantry Brigade had puslied round the flank, 
and in the afternoon a spirited attack by the infantry coupled witli a charge 
I)y the Cavalry Brigade on the flanki tlirew back the Turks in <iisorder 
who fled panic stricken under cover of strong rearguard positions which had 
previously been prepared for some miles in rear and whicli held iq) our 
pursuit. During the following night tlie enemy witlidrew the whole of 
their forces to Shoreimiya and Ininit large quantities of ammunition ami 
stores. Their losses weiv estimate*! at 2,fKK) including 300 killed, and con¬ 
siderable booty fell into our hands. 

The Turkish position was found to consist of an intricate system <U 
tTenches many of which had been well and deeply dug with iiumeruns 
imichine gnn emplacements, and its capture at a moderate cost redonmis to 
the credit of all ranks. 

The main portion of our troops were tlien ordered back to Samarra. 

5. On the 19th November 1917 the army in Mesopotamia receive<l the 
news of the death from cholera of our belovwl and revered Chief Lieutenanl- 
Geueral Sir Stanley Maude, K.C.B., c.M.o.. D.s.o. Needless to .say it was

On 19th February (rooi)s were pushed forwaitl to Uqbah which was 
found evacuated and it was ascertained that the Turkish main position was 
two miles above Hit behiiul a depression known as Broad Wadi, while 
about two-thinls of his troops were 15 miles further iiiistream at Salahiya. 

I did not wish to commit our troops to .serious lighting unless i saw a 
(diance of delivering a severe blow against the enemy, and accordingly touch 
was ordm-ed to be maintained by constant patrolling and reconnaissances 
while forward comniuni(!ations were imiiroved and supplies pushed up. 

On March <Sth it was discovered that the Turks Inul vacated their Broad 
Wadi jiositioii and were falling back on Salahiya. The troops were accord¬ 
ingly pushed forward and the Royal Flying Corps which co-operated by 
bombing and machine gun lire caused many casualties and much confusion 
amongst the retreating eolnmns of the enemy and their transport. Hit was 
occii|)ied on the Dth ;ind Salahi5ni on the lOth, the Turks retreating to Khan 
Baghdadi. 

T then issued orders to drive the enemy as far as possible from Hit and 
to inflict all possible damage on him. To assist in this object additional 
mobile troops including a cavalry brigade and light armoured motors were 
ordered to Hit with instructions to move by night and conceal theinscdves * 
by day so that the enemy might think that no further advance by my troops 
was intended; in many other ways, efforts, apiiarenlly successful, were made 
to docadve the Turks as to our intentioms. 

On the 2Gth the plan of operations was to make an attack in strength 
against the enemy’s left and to semi the cavalry and armoured motor cars 
round his right flank. Preparations for this attack were nearing c(nn[)letion 
whcMi it became evident that the enemy had alr(!ad 5 ’ commencetl to withdraw 
from their forward positions but intended to make a stand north-west of 
Khan Baghdadi. Arrangements for a.ssanlting this position were accordingly 
made ami under cover of an effective barrage it was carried out at 5-30 P..M. 
with slight loss. 

Meantime the cavalry after a long and difficull inarch gained the .Aleppo 
road where it crosses the Wadi Han ran shortly after 5 P.M., and cut off tin* 
mieiny’s retreat by road and river. About 11-30 P.M., the Turks launched a 
heavy attack in the hope of breaking through the centre of tin* cavalry but 
were completely repulsed and lost 1,000 |)risoners. 

By .5-30 A.M. next morning the infantry columns arrived and complctiul 
the defeat capturing a large number of prisoners, su[)[)lies ami munitions of 
allkiud.s. An energetic pursuit by the cavalry and by a mobile column in 
motor Cars was then carried out. liaditha was captured without scriims 
resistance, the enemy liaving no time to destroy his ammunition dnmiis at 
that place, and in the evening Khan Feheme was rc-ached. On the 2Sth Ana 
was eaptured and another large dnmp of ammunition was buiml in it. 'Phe* 
pursuit by motor was (!ontinued for 73 miles along the Ale])po road, many 
pri.souers were taken, the Turks in most cases surrendering freely, being 
worn out and demoralised by the rapidity of our pursuit. The total 
prisoners taken wore the commander and staff of the 50th Turkish Division. 
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tin* cninniiiiulanl. ol'Ana, 'J rojiinuMital (.•oinmandi'i’S, 213 oHiriM’s and a,022 
ranks, inclnsivo of (ieriuans. Twalvo j^nns, 47 nuudiiiie gnus and gr('a( 
(inajititit's of rifles, amnnmition aial stoivs wore also eaptiu'ed. The amount 
of ammunition found at Ana, being too large to be brought away, was 
blown up and on 3Ufli March the troo])s weiv gradually withdrawn down (he 
Euphrates to previously arranged ju>sitions. 

Th(‘ complete success of this opi'ration 1 attribute to the masterly way 
in wliich the force was handled by Major-dciicral Sir H. Brooking and 
his very complete i)rej)aratory arrajigenicjits. 

'I'lie endurance of the troops and lludr cUiterminatioji to get at tlie ejieiuy 
was worthy of all j)rai.se, whilst the tactical ability of their commanders was 
of a very high order. The magnificent Wf»rk done by the Hth Cavalry 
Brigaile under Brigadier-deneral 11. A. (.Missels as well as by the light 
armoured motcu’ batteries, both in catting off the enemy’s liju^ of retreat as 
well as in the pursuit to and beyond Ana. was a notable feat. Best of all. 
our casualties were very slight. 

7. With (he advent of the New Year the weather whi(di had been un- 
expectetlly good in December became consistently wet. Continuous o]>era- 
tior)S on aixy large scale w<‘re nnulered out i>f the ejuestion. ami tlu^ greatest 
strain was thrown on the liiu's of communication and supply formations. 

On the north-east frojjt a small <;olunin was setit. at the beginning of 
.January as far as Pai Tak at the foot of the Tak-i-dirra pass. It met with 
no opposition and on its return occupied Kasr-i-Sluj-in. Towards the end of 
the month ihe state of famine to which the Turks had reduced northern 
Persia made it incumbent on me to endeavour to open the main trade routt* 
vtd Kirmanshah in order to get supplies to the poor inhabitants of the towns 
and villages and |)rovide them with an outlet for their home manul'actnres. 
With this object in view 1 increased the garrison of Kasr-i-Shirin and 
pushed small posts towards Kirmanshah. A large amount of tribal labour 
w.a.s also emjxloyed in iuiju’oving the road which was in a lamejitable state 
of disre])air. The continuance of wet weather up to the presemt date 
cou])led with snow on the high ground (‘ast of the Tak-i-Girra pass has 
rendered the jnaiulcnance of trrxxps alojig the road a matter o,f (»xtreme 
difliculty. 

S. In addition to the op('ratioiis on the Diala, 'I'igris, and Euphrates and 
the activities towards Kirmanshah to which 1 have referred, iiuukm'ous 
minor openitions have been carried out oji all fronts. 'I’heso consisted 
generally of reconiiai.ssances by cavalry and light armoured motor cars and 
by bombing raids by the Royal Plying Corps. At the end of March nian- 
oi'uvres uutler war conditions were carried out on a large scale near Tekrit 
l)ut the Turks i n thai area withdrew north wards before the arrival of oui 
troops. 


9. In the time of my predecessor the Civil Commissioner, Sir Pm-cy 
Cox, had strongly uig<‘d that the whole of the Euphrates line from Feludja 
to Nasiriyah should be brought under military and civil control, but at that 
time circumstances did not ])ermit of ajiy extension of onr military respon¬ 
sibilities. By the middle of Deeember 1917, howev(»r, the military position 
had comphitely changed owing to tlie magnificent successes gained by 
deneral Allmiby in ^destine. I therefore considered that the time was 
ripe to establish a firm <rontrol of the liiie of the Euphrate-' and by that 
means encourage and assist in ihe development of the rich agricultural lands 
ill that area. Tt) that (uid I isstied oitiers for troops to be despatched fi'oni 
Nasiriyah and Baghdad to garrison various village's, thus establishing 
through communication by river between Basiti and Feludja and controlling, 
the development of loeal resourees througluiut tln^ lower Eiiphrates valley 
The extension of military control over this area was also desirable in order 
that (he shaikhs of importiiiit towns like Kerbela, Nedjef, Ililla and 
Diwaniya might be brought more closely into the splu're of British influ¬ 
ence and that pro-Turk symixathisera might be expelled. 

Care was tukxni not to establish troops in either of the religious cities of 
Kerbela and Nedjef. and they were (juartcred at a distance. The inhabitants 
of Nedjef are for the most part well dispo.sed holy peojile but there is in 
addition a proportion of inx'concilables in the (own. On 12th .January some 
of these fired on the troops (ixercising near the town causing a few casualties. 
Not wishing to injure a town which is full of sacred memories for 
Mahomedans I decided to punish two of the leading sliaikhs, who were 
known to be responsible for the offenee, and to levy a heavy line. The 
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sliiiikhs however fled before tliey eould be arrested tind they bcnniie outlaws. 
'J’l>e flue was paid. After tliis iiieideiil matters se(MMed to be ^oiiio o!i 
satisfactorily wlien on 21st Alarcb to iiiy ;^reat ref'i-cd the political ollic<'r in 
Nedjef, Captain W. M. Alarsball. was miirdereil. No reason was f^ivcni for 
tb(5 act as tb(Mleceiised ollicer was universally liked. I immediately oicleied 
a blockade of the town until all those implictited iu the murdcM- were ^riven 
np, and suri'oundcd it by a cordon of military posts joineil by barbed wire. 
While i am j)repared to ('o to extreme measures if necessary, in order to 
c.xact reiKinifion for so foul a deed, J feid confident that by bhadcade methods 
T shall cau.se all Ihe delijujiieuts to b(5 surrendered. Wlnm th(“S(! have been 
removed the furthco'punishment of tin* town will be a matter for sub.se(|uenl 
consideration. 

AI(‘antime the «levelopment of the Ililla area has proceeded apace. Alany 
hundred tons of seed g-raiti havt; been planted and to assist iti bringing the 
bill-vest into Baghdad a branch line down to Hilla is being in;idc which is 
tixpected to be open for trallic by the middle of AIsi 3 \ I have every confl- 
iliMioe that this .scheme will provi' beneflcijil iind einible this force to be 
depi-mient largely ou local produce. 

10. The riverain tribes of the Euphrates had long been imhspemlcnt 
and though the (;apture of Felud.ia and Hamadi had produced ii vm-y marked 
elfect upon them and checkiul anj" serious atteni])! of hostile action, never- 
thele.ss certain minor piinitivi^ openitions had been nece.ssitated. These took 
the form of despatching small columns of all iinns sissisted by river gunboats 
by means of which the towers of recalcitrant idiiefs were demolished and the 
tribe in queslion ])unished. Five such expeditions were sent out from 
Nasiriyah between November and February and w«>re uniformly successful 
Though of a minor nature, nevertheless they la.xed the powers of endurance 
of the troops emjiloyed. 

11. A portion of this force is maintained along the Karuu river 
l)riniaril.v to protect the oilfields near Teiiibi, but also to maintain order in 
A h waz, Hhnshtar and Di/ful. In this work the troops have been markedly 
siicces.sful. A disturbatice occurred tit Shushtar on November 2nd during 
which the British Consulate was threiitened, but it was (juickly tind easily 
suppres.sed, tlninks to the energetic action of the oflicers in responsible 
positions and b.v the rajiidity with wliiirh tin* froojis employed ])erformed a 
long and dillicidt march to the seejie of action. 

12. 'I’Im! maintenance of the line of communicatioji defetices along both 
the Tigris atid Enphrales has been carried out with marked efliciency. 
Though the wo'-k has at times been arduous and often more monotonous 
than that of troops eiujdoyed in forward areas, the inability of enemy agi-nis* 
to cause even the sliglitest damage or delay on the lines of communication 
redounds to tin- vigilance and cr(>,dit of all concerned. 

On the Tigris the only trouble eaused has been due to losses by theft 
from trains and boats speciiilly between Kurnah and Amarah. This (list rict 
is inhabited by marsh Arabs who in tludr native swatnj)s are alforded 
(Complete immunity against attack by land, as they ndreat rapidly into their 
boats leaving nothing of value behind. 

'The tribes biitween Basrah ajid Nasiriyah have Ixkmi abs(jlut(*ly (|uiet 
and have made no hostile movement. 

1 have nothing but praise for the jaitrols, railway guards tind escorts 
whose work Inis brought out (imilities of .self-reliance and devotion to duty. 

The defences at Bao havt; been consolidtited and improved, and Ihe 
(^xamiiiiilion service of ships entering the Shtitt-ei-Artib has been elfeetive. 
During the six months under review oSJ vessels other thtin British and S, IGt! 
tnitive crtift have been ex.imined. 

13. 1 desire to bring to favourable notice the names of luy two Corps 
Cotnmandm-s. Lientenant-Ceiienil Sir R. (r. Egerton, K.C U., K.C.I.K., and 
Major-Gener.il (temporary Lieutenant-Geneviil) Sir A. S. Cobbe, v.c., K.c.n., 
O.S.I., n.a.o., who have rendered me every assistance and have commamh'd 
their respective corps with ability. 

My tliiinks tire also due to the commanders of higher format ions and . 
staffs for their loyalty and untiring work, and to the gallantry, iMidurance 
and ilevotion to duty displayed by regimental ollicers, non-i-ommissimual 
oflicers and men of all arms throughout tlie period under i-i'view. 

Throughout the whole period covered by this despatch the work of the 
Royal Flying Corps has been as usual perfectly admir;d)lc and enemy 
machines, which endeavoured at one time to ctirry out raids on our camps 
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and comiiuiiacalions, woie oitlinr driven nil' or broiiylit down. Many 
i'(‘|)risal.s were also earri(‘d otil; on the enemy aerodromes and eamp.s l)()(li l»y 
day and nifrlif. During all operations tin* Koyal Flying Corps have <-o- 
o[)erated wit h other arms, eavalry, ai'tillery and infantry, in tluf elo.se.st and 
most effeetual way, whilst th(( pursuit of the reti'oating enemy columns has 
been harassed by our maehines in the boldest manner both by l)onil>ing and 
maehine gun fire. 

M. Th(! ex'tensioji of the lijies of communication to tln^ north-east and 
noi’tii-west coupled witii the opening up of the lower Euphrates has thrown 
an ever-iiieri'asing responsibility on Major-General Sii‘ George MaeMuun, 
K.C.n., C.S.I., [).S.o., Inspector-General of Communications,and I concur whole- 
ht'arti'dly in the opinion of his ability which was held by my• distinguished 
|)rcd('cessor. 

t)rie of the prineij)al h'atures of the lines of communications has been tlu' 
rapid development of the port of Basrah by the completion of the doclcyai'd 
and of the first set of wharves earlier planned, as well as the continuance; of 
I he arrangeimmts for improving the working of ocesin shipi)ing. A large 
island at Magill has been raised by drt;dging to take ocean ships on oin- side 
and to load river steamers on tlie other. The tiu.'ciliary annexe of Nahr Umr 
has also given very gn'at assistance with little outlay of material. All this 
work reflects gi('at cretlit on the construction branch of the Port Adinitiistra- 
tion and Con.sorvancy. 

'I'he i^eriod covered l)y this despat(di .contains the worst mojiths of low 
wati'r when livc'ry day was a constant anxiety with regard to river naviga¬ 
tion, and the river was kept oj)en only by the most unremitting care of the 
buoying establishment. The river-borne tonnage has steadily improved, and 
the organisation of the Inland Water Transi)oi-t has shown a very high state 
of efliciency 

Considerable progress has also been shown in thedevelopment of the rail- 
wa.vs ill all sections of the lines of communicatioti, and in the improvenn'iits 
of the I'iver ports of Amarah and Kut-el-Amarah. 

lo. The high standard of efliciency displayc'd by all rank.sof the Medical 
Sei'vice has been most gratifying to jne. and reth'cts great m-edit on Surgeon- 
(Jeiu'ral A. P. Blenkinsoj). e.h., c.M.G., my Director of Mc'dical Services, 'flit' 
lu'alth of the troops has shown marked improvement as compared with the 
corresiionding months of 19j()-17. 'flie sanitary organisation and administra¬ 
tion has stt'atlily pi'ogiessed and the standard of comfort and efficiency of tin' 
hos[>itals is most satisfactory. 

'fhe nursing .sisters havi' as always devott'd themselves with untiring 
rar(' and zt'al to the welfare of the sick and wounded. Through the genero¬ 
sity and kiiidiK'ss of Il('i’ Plxts'llency Lady Willingdon clubs and con- 
valesct'iil hoiiK's for thesi' (h'vott^d hidi('s are being estalilished at suittdih' 
centres. 

1 also wish to take this opportunity of recording my gratitude and that 
of all ranks under my command for tiie valuable help afforded by Ih«' Ih'd 
Cross Society which has r('sulled in the increased comfort of the troojis. 

Hi. I was lucky to leceive a visit, early in March, from Lieutenant- 
(leneral Sir Pi. Althani. K.C.n, (^.M.n.. Quarte.rmaster-General in India, and 
Sir'fhomas Holland, K.r.i.E., Head of the Munitions Btjjitd, who were thus 
able to see for themselves the wants of the country and the r('.sults of t Ik* 
('Iforts made by India to sttpply our needs. 

'fbc work thrown on the admitiisti-ative serv'Lccs and depiirtn'lents, most 
of which is inimarily due to the long line of commutiications, has bt'cn 
consistently lu'avy. 1 n spite of distances traver.sed over a roadless country 
and of intc'rrnptions by floods siijijilies to the fighting troops have; lieen 
niaintaiiu'd with the uttuost precision. In transport a salient h'atiire has 
br('n the welcome arrival of e.xtra mechanical tran.sport companies which 
increased the radius of action of the troops in the large areas ovc'r which 
they had to operate, 'fhe maintenance of the.se companies r('flccts grc'at 
cre(fit on the mechanic'al transport bramdi of the Army Service Corps. 

Similarly, the mule columns and animal-drawn transport have shown a 
high standai'd of efficiency. In this connection 1 would specially meutiou 
the assistance rendenid by the corps rai.scid by Indian Princes, viz.. .Tidpur. 
Bbaratpnr, Gwalior and Mj^sore Imperial Service transport. 

The Ordnance Services have been conducted and developed with energy 
and efficiency with a view to making the force as .self-supiiorting as possible 
and to tin; conse(]uent saving of sen transport. To this end boot-repairing 
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shops, (lisiiifoctiu^ Jinil repair stations uml otiior workshops luive, liecii 
establislu'd or exteiidod. 

The duties of the Works Deparljueiit in providing,' protection for the 
cominuiiications to Baj'hdad and Bu/,duiad itself afjrainst floods liave proved 
long and arduous and show good progress. It is in)t perhaps realised tliat in 
this nndev(dop(!d country tlie only h)cal produce are tnnd bricks, reeds for 
making mats, lime and bitmneii in small qnantitie.s, and gravel in isolated 
localities. Every other recjuireiiKMit from a cotistrnclional point of view 
has to be imported. The supply of good drinking water has been well main¬ 
tained. Automatic suction chlorination is now in general use and mechani¬ 
cal h'ltration plants have Iteen or are being erected at all important posts. 

The conduct and administration of the Keinount Dtipjirtmeiit is most 
satisfactory iind 1 consider that the ntmonnt depot and att:i(di(!d farm at 
Baghdad are models of their kind. 

Owing to the incr:ased area over which this forc(i operates, to the 
ainoii lit of animal diseases existing in the territories conquered and to the 
conseiiuent danger of the animals of the force becoming infectt'd it has l)cen 
found nece.ssary t<j incrciise the veterinary administrative stalE and to form 
extra veterimiry hospitals. The results are most gratifying and reflect great 
credit on this Department. 

The fri'lgation Department, as such, has been recently cfnistitutcal though 
irrigation work was (tarried out ])reviously. chiefly on the Euphrates. TIk* 
work done can only be described as extracjrdinary and I bmk forward to a 
great development in this direction next year. The excellent residts alretidy 
achieved are due to the untirii.Ht zeal and miergy of all ranks in a country 
wheia^ until rectmtly there was no military control. 

The period has been one of constant construction work and of steadily 
jucreasing demands on the liailway Deptirtment. Floods luive caused 
several interruptions, but the service of trains has been maintained with 
great siua-ess in face of difliculties inherent to lines rapidly constructed in a 
new country where all material has had to be brought from oversetis. 

'I’he Department of Local Resources has inadditic^n to its former duti('s 
taken over the control of grass farms, the feeding of a civil population, and 
ihe arrangements for the collection and transportation of the coming harvest. 
Tanneries.and a poultry farm iirinmrily to supply hosjiitals, arc being formed. 
The blockade system has been (carefully regulated :ind ample evidence is 
available of severe shortage of supjtlies among the Turkish troops resulting 
in increased desertions and loss of moral. The department has been con- 
dncti'd with considerable ability. 

Agriculture has made great progress and my (jspecial thanks are due to 
Mr. C. C. (larl)ett, l.c.s,, first revenue oflicer for tlie initiative displayed and 
th(' valuable work done by him in this connection. The latest estimate for 
the coming harvest is most gratifying. 1 hope by the institution of a 
properly constituted Diqiartmeut of Agriculture and by its co-ordination with 
the Irrigation Department that a very large increase will be shown next year 
ill the agricultural develojmient of this country. 

The Postal Services have had to comiiete with the I'ver increasing wants 
of this Fonte and the Department has worked satisfactorily. 

17. T’he chaplains of all deiioininations have continued to devote them¬ 
selves to the spiritual welfare of the troops and have (;arried out their duties 
to my entire .satisfaction. 1 am indebted also to the Dhurch Army for the 
jirovision of tents for social and religious purposes which hav(> not only 
allorded opportunities for recreation to the troops but have assistcsl the 
chaplains in their work. 

'Hie activities of the Young Men's Christian As.sociation have extendi'd 
consideralily during the last six inontlis. Then' are now a total of 70 centri's 
and the system of soldiers’ clubs has been initiated throughout the country ; 
I greatly appreciate the excellent work of this sociiTy in undertaking liie 
management of these recreational centres which tenifso lar'n'lv to the well¬ 
being of the troops. ‘ 

Considerable tidvance has been made in graves registration and the 

special difficulties inherent to this country have been satisfactorilv over¬ 
come. 
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To all those ljulios unci leinen who have so ffeiuironsly worked I'or, 
and Vontribiited to the comfort of the troops by t he provision of war #,Mrts, 
liospital ships and launches, and in nninberless other ways 1 <*an only, oji 
behalf of this force, tender our very fj[rateful thanks and assure, them that 
their kindness will never be forgotten. 

18. The Directorate of Signals and Telegrai>lis has had to deal with 
ever increasing communications, and to improve those already existing in 
connection witli tin* extcjision of the area occupied and of tlio railway 
system, and with the development of the country, in addition the telephone 
system have been enlarged and*extended. and the work done by the wireless 
s(iuadrolls lias been of a higli oi'dei’. The efiiciency of tliis directorati* has 
been well maintained. 

The work performed by the Surveys has assunietl very large proportions, 
but my demamls have always been met in the most satisfactory manner, and 
tin- Map Compilation Section has been of the greatest assistance. 

19. In the work of the civil and political branch of this force 1 have 
been most ably advi.scd by the Civil Commissioner, Sir Pei’cy Cox, o.c.T.t:., 
K.rs.l.. to whom 1 am gi'eatly indebted. 'I'lie military developinmils on both 
ilauks have involved a corresponding extension of our political responsibili¬ 
ties. Th(i functions of the civil administration consist in tlie extension of 
political control, the (*xercise of infliience on agricultural shaikhs and tribes, 
tile levy of revenue in kind, and not least the work connected wdtli Central 
Araliian politics and tlie local Arab trilies. 

'flic administration of tin' Basrah Vilayet continue.s to run smoothly on 
wdiat are practically jieaci' lines and satisfactory progress is noticeable in all 
branches. 

20. The Royal Navy has ever beiui an.xious to give me every .•i.ssistaiici' 
when called upon, ami 1 am grateful to Rear-Admiral 1). St. A. \Vak(', (Ml.. 
(M.K.. and the otlicers and ratings under his coinntand for their ready co- 
opera t ion. 

21. Lastly. I desire to record my most sincere thanks to my stall' and 
technical advisers who hav(^ so ably and loyally carried out my wislu^s. 

Major-deneral \V. Gillmaii, C.B , C.M.o.. D.s.u.. my Chief of th(‘ Ceiu'ial 
Staff, has rendered me most loyal and invaluable assistance, whilst during his 
absence* on an imitortanl mi.ssion his jilace was ably fllh'd by Brigadicu- 
Geiu'ral 'P. Praser. (Ml., (’M.r.., to wliose capable work I owe mucli both 
during tliat pmiod and on previous occasions. 

Major-Genei'al tlie Hon’ble A. R. M. Stiiart-Wortl<;y. o.n., D.s.o.. my 
Deputy Cuarter-master-General, has liad an ever increasing load of w<jik and 
responsibilities i)lac(^d on his shoulders owing to the various newdirectorates 
which liave come into being within the past six months, but his energy and 
ability have ovtn’come all initial difficulties. 

Major-General F. F._ Ready, C.B., (3..\r.G., D.s.o., my Deputy Adjutant- 
G(Mieral, has beam a t(jwer of strength to me and I owe much to his pains¬ 
taking work and sound adviem 

The entire ab.sence of friction or discord which has characteriz(‘.d the 
work of all branches of the staff has been a source of great gratification to 
me and 1 feel sure to the entire force. 

22. As a proof of the gallantry and devotion to duty displayed by 
r(“gimental officers and men during the. period covered by this desjiatch f 
have, under the powers delegated to me as Cominander-in-Chief, made tlie 
following imiiK'dl.ite awards for service in the field ;—Distinguished Service 
Order. 1.5 : Military Cross, 109; Distinguislu'd Conduct Medal. .S3; Military

States import license covc^ring the shiiiment. The only exception to this 
rub; is the case of shiinnenls covered by general import licenses.

restricted and unrestricted, except such as are covered by gmieral import 
licenses. This means that import licenses must lx; obtained for lh<( im])orta- 
tion of all commodities before they leave foreign ports. It is Ixdicved that 
this will avoid much uncertainty in the minds of l)oth importers here and 
consular agents abroad as to what import licmise numbers must be communi¬ 
cated abroad. It will also give the War Trade Hoard an opportunity c»f 
passing upon all importations from a standpoint of enemy trade connection 
before shipments are put in transit. 


Prompt action on applications. 

'I'he Bureau of imports will pass promptly on all applications for im]n)it 
licenses, so that, if the license is granted, the importer may be informed 
immediately of his license number and send it by mail or cable to his shipjx'r 
a broad.

(a) the expression “Chief Sanitary Officer” shall mean the Chief 
Sanitary Officer appointed by the Liocal Government for mining 
settlements under section .5 of the Bengal Mining Settlements 
Act, 1912 (Bengal Act II of 1912); 
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(h) the exprc.ssiona “A^eiit,’ “employed,” “ Mine” and “owner” shull 
iiave the same moaning as in section 3 of the Indian Mines Act,. 
1901 (VI11 of 1901); 

(c) the expression •• Boawl ” sliall mean the Mint's Boanl of Jlealtli of 
Asansoi ; 

{(I) tlie expression “ District Magistrate ” sliall have the same meaning 
as in section 101 of the Code of Crimiiml Procedure (Act V of

(e) the expression “ Small-pox” shall mean any disease accompanied 
l)y an eruption of vesicles or postnles.

(2) If such person disobeys the order, such owner, agent or manager 
shall furnish to the Chief Sinitary Officer immediate intimation of tlie 
movements of that person. 

19. No person wlio is or has been suffering from small-pox shall leave 
the jilace whole he has been staying until he has received from the Chief 
Sanitary Officer written permission to do so. 

20. The Chief Sanitary Officer may,,by a notice in writing, T) require 
any person to carry out, or allow to be carried out by such agency as the 
Chief Sanitary Officer may appoint, witliin a time to be stated in the order, 
such measures for the disinfection or evacuation of his dwelling-house or 
for the disinfection or destruction of any of his personal elfects as the Chief 
Sanitary Officer may consider necessary ; and (2) direct any owner, agent or 
manager of a mine, or any landholder or his agent to carry out any such 
measures on liehalf of any person resident or staying upon the land iielong- 
ing to the owner or landholder. 

21. Every owner, agent or manager shall make such arrangements for 
the immediate disinfection of infected premi.ses and xjer.sonal effects and 
of evacuations and excreta of persons employed by the colliery ami resident 
in a building owned by the colliery who are snlfering or suspected to be 
suffering from small-pox as tlie Chief Sanitary Officer may from time to time 
dirtxjt by general or special oixler.

'rnB Government of India liave decitled to di.scontiniie further purchases 
of wln^at for export overseas other tlian (1) wheat which i.s absolutely 
necessary on military and Government acconnl and (2) supplies to Meso- 
j)otaniia ; and they have under (ronsideration the (piestion of reducing i hese 
commitments. 'I'lie Govtuainient of India further propose to exercise closer 
control over the exjxu’i of all other kinds of food grains. The.st; decisions, 
which have been taken in order to conserve for use in the deficit provinces 
in India stndi supplies of wheat and other foodstulfs as are n«it immeiliately 
rerpiired for local consumption in those provinces which have a surplus, are 
now to be supplenmnted by further measures d(‘signed to secure the most 
elfeetive distribution to deficit provinces of the sui)plies of wheat, rice and 
substaiuently of other foodstnfi's. which are not recpiired for local consump¬ 
tion in the surplus provinces. For this purpos,' the Government of India 
l>ropo.seto set up a single executive authority, working directly under them, 
to he designateil the Foodstulfs Commissioner. When the Government of 
India have, after (consultation with the various Provincial Governments, 
decUhul what (piantities of bjodstiilfs are availal)le for transfer from time to 
time from surplus ro deficit provinces, and the maximum pric^es at which 
smdi foodstulfs should be purcha.sed, the Foodstuffs Commissioner will 
ai'iangc, through the agency of selected comnuMvial firms, for the purchase 
of the foodstulfs in (luestion in their despatch to the destinations and con¬ 
signees indicated by the Dilectors of Civil Siijiplies in tin* defiedt provinces. 

2. Initially the operations of the Foodstuffs Coninii.ssioner will be 
dir(H;t(^d to the (iiic!sti«n) of supplies of wheat and rice, in respect of which

Recent disturbances in Calcutta having caused a lamentable loss of life, 
much sorrow and suffering, considerable dislocation of’business and damage 
to property, it is desirable to make public an authoritative statement of the 
circumstances in which the peace of the city came to be so seriously broken. 






1138 SUPPLEMENT TO THE CALCUTTA GAZETTE. OCT. 2, 1918, 


2. For some time past, that soction of the Muhammadan community of 
Calcutta which manifests an interest in pul^iic aifairs has been ai^itated by 
events which have taken place outside the province, particularly the course 
of tho war and its eflfects on their oo*religiotiist in Turkey and Asia. Their 
feelings have been worked upon by a little coterie of foreign journalists whose 
rhotoi’ical and ambiguous writings atldod to the genm*al state of unrest. The 
mass of fcht Muhammadan population was deeply stirred by the disturbances 
which took place in Bihar last autumn, and latterly they have suffered, like 
the rest of tho community, from tho high prices of cotton cloth and other 
commodities, together with tho other hardships and inconveniences incidental 
to the prolongation of the war. Of the ditticulties which attend the position 
of Muhammadans in recent times Government are fully conscious, and it is to 
the credit of the community that, as a whole, its attitude has been sober and 
self-restrained, but latterly unruly elements have come to the fore, and it is 
inevitable that upon these stress should bo laid in connection with the unfor¬ 
tunate results which they have been instrumental in bringing about. 

.3. Such was the situation as it existed in Calcutta at the end of July, 
when an unwisolj’wordetl article appeared in a local newspaper relating to 
tlio presence of (iertain African Muhammadans in Paris. The article, which 
was oi'iginally published in England, was reproduced in g<>od faith and with¬ 
out intention of wounding Muhammadan susciiptibilities, but it is unfortunate 
that the risk of misunderstanding was not foreseen. On two occasions the 
mamagement of the i>aper in question have since expressed regret, while the 
local Government have acceipted as honA fide tludr disclaimer of any wish 
gratuitously to insult any section of the community. However, mischief had 
by then been ilone ; the article was misinterpreted, and a mistranslation of a 
certain expression, which appeared in some vernacular newspapers, gave rise 
to the impression among many Muhammadans who had never seen the original 
article or the subsequent explanations and disclaimers, that a deliberate insult 
to the tomb of the Prophet was intended. During the month <»f August, 
various mootings of protest were held in Calcutta, at which the language used 
was violent and inflammatory, and more than one speaker calhid upon the 
Muhammadans to rise and avenge this insult to their faith. 

4. 'Fowards the end of Augu.st, wide circulation was given in (Jalcutta 
to an Urdu h'aflet calling uiion Muhammadans in highly provofsative language 
to attt'iid a mass meeting for tin* protection of Tslaui to he hold on tho 8th, 
9th and 10th 8optembor. lioforonco was inade therein to religious insults, 
and it was urged that it was necessary to tak(j steps to prevent unholy 
attacks and accursed occurrences. It was stated that tho meeting would he 
atti'iidod hy a number of Ulanias, Maulvis and spiritual leaders from all parts 
of India. The risks of such proceedings,' especially at the time suggested, 
which was shortly to be followed by groat Hindu and Muhammadan festivals 
at which religious fervour runs high, were promptly represented to the local 
Government, who foi-thwith placed themselves in touch with leading Muham¬ 
madans, representative of all classes and interests in Calcutta, ipcluding tho 
promoters of the mooting. After a frank discussion of the situation with those 
attending a conference on the 3rd September, tho Governor in Council could 
come to no other conclusion (which was indeed shared by various gentlemen 
pro8(mt) that the primai-y object of the assembly was the discussion of 
8ubj(!Cts of a highly contentious religious character, and that the harangues 
likely to be delivered in that connection were certain to load to a grave breach 
of the peace. The promoters of the meeting were accordingly asked amicably 
to aliandon it, but, after taking time for consideration, they intimated their 
inability to accede to the advice of Governmont which had been tendered in 
an entirely friendly spirit. Meanwhile, a second leaflet had been circulated 
fegartling the meeting, couched in even more inflammatory terras than the 
original notietj. Provocative references were introduced to the Shahabad 
riots and to throe alleged school incidents, with two of which this province 
had no concern, tho whole being cited to exhibit the degradation of Islam 
which it was necessary to force upon the attention of Government. It was 
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distinctly stated that the mcetiiig was being called for tiie iiiirposci of con¬ 
sidering proposals for the protection of Islam from the improper attacks of 
their eiiemieH and of showing the (Government that the watcu-s had risjMi too 
liigh and that the cup of patience was already full ; the point is emphasisied 
because it has since been represented in some quarters that little m )re was 
contemplated than a sober discussion on less contentions political subjects. 
No doubt was possible as to the results of a meeting held in these circum¬ 
stances, and the only course open to Government was to instruct the Commis¬ 
sioner of Police to use his legal powers under the Calcutta Police Act to 
prevent the meeting from being held. The Maulanas and others, who had 
come to Calcutta from otlier ])art8 of India to attend the meeting, were 
at the same time directed to return to their homes, but before tliey did so, 
His Excellencj'the Governor personally saw a few of the more influential of 
those gentlemen and explained the situation, with the result that they 
endeavoured to induce the reception committee to abandon the gathering, 

5. So far as is known, the latter body never formally accepted this advdee, 
and at least one of their number at a m-'cting held on the night of the 7th 
September called upon th(5 Muhammadans of Calcutta to attend the meeting 
in spite of the prohibition and' to allow themselves to be shot d<iwn by the 
polic(\ No disturbance, however, occurred on the 8th September, which was 
the date fixed for the mooting, though on that day an (erroneous i!n])reH8ion 
seems to have spread abroad that matters had l)een misrepresented to His 
Excellency the Govenmor, and tliat the decision to prohibit the meeting was 
likely to be reconsidei'od. Accordingly on the morning of the 9th September 
a large crowd assembled at the Nakhotia mosque in Zakaria Street on the 
excuse that they had come to hear the dcjcision of Government regarding the 
meeting. His Excellency the Gov^^rnor was at the same time separately 
approaclied by certain Muhammadan gentlemen an<l asked to receive a depu¬ 
tation to discuss the situation, which he agreed to do, on the understanding 
that the decision of Government that the meeting could not be allowed was 
final and that the deputation would be fully representative of all Muham¬ 
madan views. The deputation arrived at Government House at 2 p.m. Two 
gentlemen selected by the promoters of the m<}eting asked for a rotmnsidera- 
tion of the orders, but His Excellencj' intimated that the decision of (Govern¬ 
ment was final, and strongly advised the <leputation to use their inllmmee to 
induce the. crowfl to return peacefully to their homos. 

6. Meanwhile, shortly after one o’clock, about .'jOO persons left the inosque * 
and started down the Chitpore Road, with the .avowed object of marching on 
Government House to learn the orders of Government. They were stoppiul 
by the police at the corner of Canning Street, whert? the Commissionor of 
Police informed them that they could not be allowed to proceed. After some 
parleying and desultory throwing of shoes and other missiles, the crowd 
returned in the direction of the mosque. In Zakaria Street, liowever, the 
mob became very violent and began to stone the police—Mr. Shaw, tlie Deputy 
(Gommissiouer in charge, and several other police oflSicers r-eceiving injuries. 
The police were oompelled to fire, ami there was apparentlly some firing from 
the roof of a Marwari’s house which was being attacked by the stone throw¬ 
ers. Another disturbance broke, out at the corner of Harrison Roa<l and 
Halliday Street, where Mr, Bartley, Deputy Commissioner of Police, was 
stabbed in the neck by some peu'sou unknown. Meanwhile some of the promoters 
ha<l returned from Govonunont House to the mosque, whore they endeavouretl 
to pursuade the crowed to disperse. By that time, however, matters had got 
entirely out of hand. There was considerable looting of clotli shops by bad 
characters, who are always ready to mako the most of the opportunity which 
such occasions afford, and ord(‘r was not restored until fho troops and tlie 
Indian Defence Force had been calleil out. Th<'. city was picketed by thi-se 
forces all night. 

7. Except for a few sporadic cases of looting by the badmash element, 
the morning of the 10th September passed quietly and the presence of i he 
troops appeared to having a good effect. About midday, however, a mob of 
2,000 or .3,000 persons appeared in Maniktola Bazar and commonood looting 
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the shops. Attempts by tlio police to stop them had no effect and the small 
military detachment in the vicinity was ordered to fire. Two persons were killed 
and a few injm*od, after which the rest dispersed. About the same time, the 
crowd I’ound the Nakhoda mosque began to attack the police ami the troops with 
stones and brickbats. A patrol consisting of three men of the Lincolns tried to 
drive the crowd back towards the mosque, but met with resistance. The rifle of 
one man was seized and a struggle ensued during which he' was dragged Forward 
to the gateway of the mosque. Ho attempted to close the gates, when bricks 
were thrown at him from the top of the stairs and his helmet was knocked off. 
Relieving his life to bo in danger, he fired at the mob, whereupon a show<tr of 
bricks came from the vaults and verandah of the mosque, and some .of the 
other troops also fired. After the firing ceased, baskets of brick's wore seen 
to be carried down from the gallery of the mosque. Nine persons in all are said 
to have been wounded. A military Court of Enquiry, which held a full investi¬ 
gation into the matter and examined a number of Muhammadans who were 
present in the mosque at the time, found that the private who originally fired 
did so in good faith thinking his life in danger, ami that no blame should 
attach to him. They also held that tin; men of the Lincoln patrol were 
justified in firing, but that the other troops in the street should not have 
opened fire without direct oi'dors from an officer. The Court also found that 
no soldier or soldiers'entered the precincts of the mosque, except the man 
above mentioned who went only sufficiently far inside to enable him to close 
the gates. This man states that he was unaware at the time that the 
building was a mosque. It is regrettable that such an incident should have 
occurred in the neighbourluKid of a mosque, but the Governor in Council 
is satisfied that the temper of the crowd was such as to render necessary 
intervention on the part of the troops. 

8. The most serious danger which threatened Calcutta on the 10th 
September was not, however, in the city itself, but from the south, where 
notices were issued overnight to the mill-hands at Garden Roach asking them 
to take an oath to attend a big meeting in Calcutta on the following day. On 
the morning of the 10th, the staff of three largo mills, numbering some 10,000 
in all, refused to turn out to work. The first overt act of violence was a brutal 
and unprovoked attack on a mill foreman who was severely injured. Informa¬ 
tion being received that the mill hands had determimjd to force their way 
into Calcutta, it was decided to picquet the bridg(?s on the roads leading to 
("alcutta, and a small force of trwps was sent down to Garden Reach. 
About noon, a mob of about 2.000 i)erson8 arrived at the junction of Garden 
Reach Road with Circular Road, where they were held up by a military jnequet 
consisting of eight men. A large number of the crowd carried formidable 
lathis, and they were led by some fanatical Muhammadans shouting and 
dancing with bodies smeared with mud. Mr. Sturgis, the Additional Super¬ 
intendent of Police, and two military officers who were present, entered the 
crowd at considerable risk to themselves and endeavoured to persuade them 
to disperse, but without effect. The crowd pushed on till they were close to 
the troops, who were then compelled to fire, though some of the British 
Officers were still in the middle of the mob. Fourteem persons were killed 
and about 30 injured, of whom 10 subsequently died. The loss of life was 
regrr*ttably heavy at this point, but there can be no question as to the justifi¬ 
cation of the action of the troops. If a mob, several thousand strong, fired 
by fanaticism, had swarmed across the Calcutta maidan and forced their way 
into the city, a situation of the utmost gravity would have arisen. 

I 

9. After two o’clock on the 10th September matters gradually settled 
down, and there was no further serious outbreak, though sjmradic looting 
continued for another 24 hours. A leaflet calling upon the people to desist 
from violence and to return to their ordinary occupations was issued by some 
of the promoters of the original meeting, including the Imam of the Nakhoda 
mc«que and other influential persons, and had a good effect. 
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10. The number of casualtiets which ocicurrcd <lurin^? the diHturbancc 

cannot be stated witli absolute precision. The 
* ^7 <biath8 of 43* persons have, been vtjrifted, hut it is 

probable that a certain numi)er of Muhaiiiniadan 
dead wore remov(}d and buried surreptitiously. The 43 persons who are 
known to have been killed include the 24 who were shot, at Garden lleach 


Of the 19 who were killed within the city, 11 mot their death by military or. 
police lire, while eight were done to death by stones, ricks or lathis. About 
400 wounded ptjrsons were treated at the various hospitals, hut the majority 
were only slightly injured and wore dischargtsd aftfjr tlnur injuries had be(!ii 
t MuimimnadanB ... 96 dressed. The numl)er detained in hospital was 

HiikIum ... 53 154,t and in addition a number ol woundeil Mu- 

ChriHtiaiiB ... 5 hammadans were treated at the Nakhoda mos(|ue. 

The damage to property coniiot bo estimated accurately, but was not excessive, 
as the majority of the places which were looted were small roatlside shops. 
The persons, some 400 in number, who wore caught redhandecl looting and 
rioting, have been place<l on their trial before a special Presidency Magistrate. 


11. Such, briefly, has been the history of recent occurrences. Although 
the final flames were famed by the particular newspaper incident to which 
reference has been made, the outburst was really the outcome of other 
smouldering discontents, which were sought to be brought tea head in a meeting 
of a character which it would have been impossible to control. That the 
prohibition of the meeting did not suffice to check disorder was dms to the fact 
that by that time, under the influence of violent instigations, the cl-ovvd was no 
longer amenable to reason, and discipline could only be t.'nforcotl by compulsion. 
In so doing, the Governor in Council is satisfied that no more force was U8»;d by 
the troops and the police? than was necessary for the restoration of law and 
order in the serious conditions which arose. Lamentable though the loss of life— 
in many cases innocent life—has lasen, Ilis Excellency in Council cannot but 
feel that it is insignificant in comparison oith what would have occurred if the 
mass met?ting had taken plac<? on the linos projected. The inflanimatory 
character of the speeches made in connection with the original arrangements, 
th«? nature of the leaflets which wore issued summoning the ni(?eting, the fact 
tliat the meeting was to be spread over throe days, and that special efforts 
were ma<le to bring in the Muhamma<ian mill population of the suburbs for 
the hast day, leave no room for doubt .as to wh.at the consequences would h.ave 
been, if tlie crowd had been excited by f.anatical appeals to their religious - 
sentiments It is possible tlnit many of the promotcu's of the meeting did not 
realize the dangerous position towards which they wore drifting, ami some of 
them did their best to quell the disturbances after they had begun. But it 
was then too late ; thei»' followers were beyond their control, ami the only 
people who coulil de.al with them were the police and the troops. 


12. The leading foreign agitators, who by their violent and xinbridleil 
language and writings were mainly responsible for these unfortunate cventR 
have be-on remove<l from the Presidency, and it is to ho hoped that thi.? local 
Muhammadans who unfortunately joined hands with them, will now exercise 
restraint and modei*at.ion. From the outset of the recent troubles, the 
(lovernor in (Council has spared no pains, even by personal appeal, to makts it 
cilear that ho Is .always prepared to consider the grievances of the Muhamma- 
tlans or of any other section of the community, if they are represented in a 
constitutional manner, by deput.ation or otherwise ; but mass meetings, with 
appeals in the name of religion to violence and ' prejudice, are not a proper 
means of representing grievances at a time when loelings run high. Tn 
recognition of the strength of these feelings, Gov<n*nment have hitherto 
treated leniently their expression, even when couched in the language of 
violence and uni’eason, but evelits have proved the perils of utiduo latitude, 
and in order to protect Calcutta from a recurrence of recent events, the 
continuance of (langerous agitation must be proveutetl. At the sam<‘ time 
His Excellency in Council appe.als e.arne8tly to the members of all com¬ 
munities and to the public press of all shades of opinion for iliscretion and 
moderation in expressing their views at the time of peculiar stress and strain. 
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Hecoiit events have shown only too clearly the harm that can be done by 
careless and. thoughtless expressions, even when published without malacious 
intent. 

13. In conclusion, His Excellency in Council desires to express* his 
iiidcbtodnoss to Oeneral Strange and to the staff of the Presidency Brigade 
for their prompt assistance and skilful dispositions. The troops employed in 
quelling the disturbances had a difficult taskpd carried out the duties 
allotted to them with humanity and consideration. The thanks of Govern¬ 
ment are specially due to the members of the Indian Defence Force who 
turned out cheerfully for long hours of duty, in many cases at considerable 
sacrifice of their business arrangements and private convenience. Many of 
the senior members of the force did invaluable service in calming and reason¬ 
ing with the rioters and pursuading them to abstain fr6m further violence. 
A heavy call was made upon the Fire Brigade under Captain Westbrook, 
wliich received 16 calls between the !)th and 11th. They were successful 
in preventing all fires from developing, while they also assisted in dispersing 
the crowds and picking up the wounded. The two motor ambulances were 
kept very busy, and their drivers and attendants worked exceedingly well, 
while many laxi-cabs wliicli were commandeered (including in particular 
those of the Indian Motor Taxi Cab Company) worked long hours without 
complaint and were of much m) in expediting transport. Finally, the 
Governor in Council has great pleasure in acknowledging the excellent servici' 
of all ranks of the police who behaved with commendable restraint under 
very trying circumstances. Many of the officers and men were on duty for 
forty-eight hours at a stretch, and the strain imposed on the whole force 
was very severe. No authenticated case of misbehaviour of any kind on 
the part of the police has been brought to notice, and commendations of their 
boheviour have been received from many varied sources Special acknowledg¬ 
ments arc due to Mr. R. Clarke, Commissioner of Police, on whom the main 
burden of responsibility lay. His tact and firmness and his thorough know¬ 
ledge of the city and its inhabitants were of the greatest service throughout, 
and His Excidlency in Council has great pleasure in recognizing the ability 
with which the situation was handled by him.

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SUPERSESSION OF THE BURDWAN MUNICIPALITY. 


GOVERNMENT OF BENGAL.

The inaladniiniHtrafcion of the Burciwan Municipality haa Jong attracted 
tho attention of Government and has been specially notico<l in the last two 
annual resolutions reviewing the work of municipalities in Bengal. In the 
rt 58 olution recorded for the year 1915-16, it was remarked :—“Of Burdwan it 
is reported that little good can be said : the roads arc ba<l, the drains are not 
flushed, the watei-supply is abused with impunity, the finances are mis¬ 
managed and in confusion, the Municipal Board is rent by faction . . . The 
Municipality has entirely failed to reduce an abnormal balance of over 
Rs. 35,000, which for the last two years has been attributed to diJay in 
disposing of the appeals against the revision of assessment in 1914-15—an 
explanation which Gov’ernment has already held to be inadequate.’’ 

In the n*8olution for 1916-17 the administration was stigmatized as being 
” characterized by want of control over tlu? municipal staff, inefficiency and 
waste of public money . . . The Burdwan Municipality is conspicuous, for the 
third year in succession, for its failure to reduce arrears, which at the close of 
the year amounted to Rs. 32,889. The Commissioner reports ;—‘ The laxity 
of administration in this Municipality is deplorable. Hardly any warrants 
were issued after the first quarter, and tho Municipal Commissioners ai'C now 
recovering taxes by the cumbrous method of civil suits 

2. 'riie work of municipalities during the year 1917-18 has not yet been 
reviewed by Government, but in his ropoi't for that year the Commissioner 
has again drawn attention to the mismanagement prevailing in Burdwan :— 

“ Dishonesty and corruption among the municipal staff have ’’, he writes. 

“ caused serious loss, and municipal affairs have been so mismanaged that 
general (lissatisfaction has been roused among the rate-payers . . . There 
has been a lack of supervision over the municipal staff, with the result that 
senous embezzlements and irregularities have occurred, heavy arrears of 
taxes have accumulated, large outstanding liabilities hav'e not beiiu mot, and 
tho closing balances have been unduly reduced.” 

3. An audit by the Examiner of Lexjal Accounts of the municipal 
accounts of Burdwan for the period May 1916 to October 1917, which was 
concluded on the 9th March 1918, disclosed general laxity of supervision, 
a diversion of the greater part of the credit \)alauce of tho water-supply fund, 
default in the payment of tho dues of contractors, and serious malprac- 
licoH. A special enquiry into the administration during the year 1917- 
18 was also held by a Deputy Magistrate on tho oi'ders of the District 
Magistrate, who had received numerous complaints from local gentlemen 
as to grave malpractices by which the administration of tho Municipality 
was characterized. Tho District Magistrate had for 2^ years lavished 
advice and romonsti’ance upon the Municipal Commissioners without the 
slightest result, and ho judged it necessary to institute an enquiry with a, 
view to determining what stops, if any, could be taken to ndorm the adminis¬ 
tration and redress the grievances of tho rate-payers. The Deputy Magistrate 
reported that his enquiry was attended with serious difficulties. Papers were 
suppressed in many oases on the plea that they could not bo traced. Neither 
the Chairman nor tho Vice-Cliairman showed any alacrity in assisting thi' 
investigation. The Municipal Commissioners would not <iisclose fa(!ts that 
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might reflect diecrociit on their administration. The enquiry, though neces¬ 
sarily incomplete in tJieso circumstances, disclosed a deplorable^state of affairs 
ainl indisputably proved the fact that a number of the Municipalf Uommis- • 
siouors had abused the trust imposed upon them by virtue of their position, 
and gravely failed in the discharge of‘their duties. 

4. Further evidence of grave maladministi’ation has been furnished by 
the: Commissioner of the Burdwan Division, who reported in August 1918 that 
though the closing balance at the clme of the year 1917-18 was shown as 
Rs. 10,806, the register of unpaid bills had not been written up, and that it 
was admitted that the unpaid bills amounted to over Rs. 7,000. The subsidiary 
accounts of special rates (water-rate, latiin<5-rate, etc.) had not been* written 
up since October and had not l)tion received even by the time when he 
wrote. The collections of taxes in the year 1917-18 were worse than in the 
previous year ; 6,595 distress warrants were issued for the recovery of taxes 
due in the first and second quarters of the year 1917-18, and hardly any for 
the remainder of the year, but 5,466 wore pending after the close of the year. 
There had been great laxity in the matter of remissions, which had been 
very large for some years past: altogether Hs. 11,834 had been recommended 
for remission in 1917-18, and it was admitted that in some cases at least no 
enquirj' had been made. The uncollected arrears at the close of the year 
amounted to Rs. 38,855 or more than a third of the current demand. 

5. After the moat careful consideration, the Government of Bengal have 
come to the conclusion that the maladministration of the Burdwan Munci- 
pality is a grave public scandal which cannot be allowed to contirtue. It 
lias been clearly demonstrated that the Municipal Commissioners haveabuse*! 
their powers and proved themselves incompetent to conduct the administra¬ 
tion of the Municipality ; and, in the opinion of the Governor in Council, 
it is only by their supersession, in exercise of the special powers of control 
vested in Government, that the administration can be reformed and the 
interests of the rate-payors safeguarded. Tlni Governor in Council is, there¬ 
fore, constrained to declare by this order, issued under section 65 of the 
Bengal Municipal Act, that the Commissioners of the Burdwan Municipality 
are incompetent to perform their duties and have abused their powers, and ho 
directs that they be superseded for a period of one year with effect from the 
date of the publication of this Resolution in the Golcutta Gazette. In exercise 
of the pow’ors conferred by section 66 of the Act, the Governor, in Council 
further directs that all the powers and duties of the Commissioners shall, 
during the period of silpersession, be exorcised and performed by the District 
Magistrate of Burdwan.

CALCUTTA TRADE FLUCTUATIONS.

Thk following tables are intended to show the trade by all rout<<s, 
by rail, river, canal, road, and sea, of the Calcutta Block* in certain 
selected articles during the months of April to July, 1918, as compared with 
the corresponding peritxl of 1917 and 1916. The statistics have been 
compiled from returns furnished by the Collector of Customs, Calcutta, Railway 
Audit Offices, Steamer Companies, the Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta, 
the. Collectors of the 24-Parganas and Howrahj^and the Assistant Engineer, 
Calcutta Canals. v 


General Summary. 

Imports. —Tlie imports of rice, including paddyf, into Calcutta by rail, river, 
canal, road, and sea (coastwise) during the months of April to July, 1918, 
amounted to 4,160,000 maunds as against 2,807,000 niaunds in the correspond¬ 
ing period of tin* preceding year,—an in(o-ease of 48 per c(mt. There was a 
decrease (14 per centj in the imports of coal and coke (26,132,000 maunds as 
against 30,56,5,000 maunds last year). Tin; imports by rail, river, road, and 
sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piece goals showed an increase of 49 per C(*nt, 
the total value amounting to Rs. 1,85,.38.000 as against Rs. 1,24,55,000 in 1917. 
The quantity of indigo imported during the months of April to July, 1918, 
increased by 2,800 maunds or 215 per cent, to (4,100 maunds). The imports of 
raw jute amounted to 1,394,000 bales as against 613,000 bales,—an increase of 
127 per cent. 'I'he importations of gunny-bags, however, showed a decrease 
of 16 per ceait (122 million bags as agamst 145 millions in the preceding year). 
'Phe total imports of oilseeds (linseed and rape and mustard seed) increastid 
by nearly 1 per cent from 2,122,000 maunds t<^ 2,139,000 maunds. The 
imports ef tea increased by 43 per cent from 564,000 maunds to 806,000 
maunds, and those of sugar by 7 per cent, fiom 249.000 maunds to 267,0(X) 
maunds. 

Exports. —The exports of cotton piece goals, foreign, from Calcutta, by 
all routes during the months of April to July, 1918, increased by 6 per 
cent (Rs. 8,65,68,000 as against Rs. 8,15,86,000 last year). The exports 
of gunny bags (excluding the exports by sea to foreign countries) increased 
fr<jiu .35 million bags to 45 million bags. The shipments of gunny b^s to 
other Indian ports incr(^ased by 1,250,000 in number in the period under 
review (9.370,000 as against 8,120.000 last year). The quantity of k(?ro8ene 
oil despatched from Calcutta and Budge-Budge by internal routes and by 
sea (coastwise) decreased from 1.94^5,000 maunds to 1,650,000 maunds, or by 
15per cent.

RESOLUTION No. 704T.—M. 

The defects in the administration of the lioogbly-Chinsura Municipality, 
more especially as regards the management of the water-works system, 
have for a long time engaged the serious and anxious attention of Govern¬ 
ment. 

2. Since the water-works were installed the Municipal Commissioners 
have constantly failed to maintain an adequate supply of coal for their working, 
and there has been perpetual danger of a breakdown. As long ago as March 
1916 the Sanitary Engineer drew attention to the need of an adequate supply 
in an inspection note, in which he said 

*' I fonnd a serioas position of affaln at the pumping station. The coal supply was 
absolutely exhausted. I eannot understand how the Municipality allow things to get into 
this state. It shows serioas mismanagement. Coal should be obtained iu sufficient 
quantity at a time to last six months and sifTerai weeks before one consignment is 
exhaust, arragements should made to have a fresh supply obtained. The present 
hand-to-mouth system is unbusiness-like and uneconomical.” 

These instructions were not carried out, and in July 1916 the Assistant 
Sanitary Engineer reported that the arrangements for the supply of coal were 
“ as unsatisfactory as ever”. The practice was for a contractor to supply 
about 13 tons thrice a mouth, which he observed, left no margin of safety. 
He pointed out that the entire water-works system would be dislocated if there 
was a failure to deliver a single supply and iu view of the shortage of railway 
wagons, he urged that it was essential \;o keep a stock of coal sufficient for at 
least two or three months. In October the Gov.ernment Water-works Inspector 
found only three weeks’ supply of coal in hand and the Sanitary Engineer 
.^addressed the Chairman of the Hoc^hly-Chinsura Municipality, pointing out 
that if at any time the works broke down owing to want of coal, and there 
was a consequent epidemic of cholera and other water-borne disease, the 
Municipal Commissioners would have serious cause to reproach themselves 
for their laxity. When, however, the Assistant Sanitary Engineer and the 
Water-works Inspector inspected in December 1916, the former found only 
two days’ and the latter only three days’ supply of inferior coal in stock. 
The matter was considered at a meeting of the Sanitary Board hdld in 
February 1917 and it was resolved that the Chairman of the Municipality 
should be informed that, in the opinion of the Board, a six months supply of 
•joal should be kept in stock. In reply the Vice-Chairman reported that 
orders were being given for a supply sufficient to last for six months. 

3. • There was, however, no real improvement, and the Assistant Sanitary 
Engineer recorded the following remarks in an inspection note, dated the 16th 
August 1917 :— 

“The whole question of coal supply Is urgently in need of reform. In spite of the 
promise by the Municipality in their letter of February 27th to keep a six months’ stock 
,of coal, practically no coal stock has been provided up to date. On Angust 14th there was 
about a ton in the coal shed, and 16 tons, belonging to the coal contractor, outside the 
works. This was being brought ihto the works by the mnnioipal ooolies, and two "coolies 
are oontinuonsly employed in breaking it. Two other coolies are employed in coal break¬ 
ing when they can be spared, and the four'cau work fast enongh to reduce the oo%] 
sufficiently for it to be fed. by the meohanical stoker. Very often the dring has to be 
done by hand, with a consequent increased consumption. On one occasion the Superin¬ 
tendent was reduced to burning firewood in order to keep up the water-supply. The 
quality of the coal is so bad that the consumption works out at 11 or 12 tbs. per •horse 
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powsr pfr hoar Iniiead of tlk« . ordinary amoont bi;7'or8lba. What is roqaired ia a 
oontraot for the immediate supply of aix months* stock of property sised good quality 
coal. For this a little higher price may have to be pai<l, but throngh reduced coal 
consumption the Municipality will not be loser.** 

A copy of this note was forwarded to the Mauioij^iity by the Sanitary 
Engineer, who found it necessary to convey the following warning :— 

** The continual insufficiency of the coal supply at these water-works has been a dis¬ 
grace to the Municipal OoDimiasloners. In almost every inspection note on these works 
which has issued from this office since they were inaugurated, attention has been drawn to 
the dangerous shortage of coal. The Municipal Commissioners have so far as I am aware, 
taken no action whatever to improve matters and appear to be quite unable to realize the 
serious responsibility which would rest upon them if the works broke down for want of 
coal.*' 

A further warning was given by Cxovernment in Ilesolution No. 2431M., 
«lated the 29th December 1917, on the working of the municipalities in the 
Bengal Presidency during the year 1916-17, in which it was remarked :— 

** Unchecked waste goes on in Hooghly-Chinsura Municipality, and there is a constant 
danger of the works stopping for want of coal. Not only is the stock of coal inwdequste— 
on one occasion firewood has had to ]>e burnt to keep up the water-supply—but the quality 
is so bad that the consumption is 50 per cent, above the ordinary amount.** 

The possibility of its being necessary to supersede the Municipal Com¬ 
missioners under section 65 of the Bengal Municipal Act was at the same 
time adverted to. 

'4. In June 1918, the Sanitary Board forwarded to Government a letter, 
dated the 30th April 1918, to the Sanitary Commissioner, from the Civil Surgeon 
of Hooghly, who is also a Municipal Commissioner, drawing attention to the 
connection between certain outbreaks of cholera and the failure of the Muni¬ 
cipal Commissioners to keek an adequate stock of coal at the water-works and 
HO maintain a full supply of filtered water. 

The report ot the Civil Surgeon was as follows :— 

“ With reference to the recent ontbreaka of cholera in the Hooghly-Chinsura Munioi* 
pality, 1 have the honour to observe that they are coincident with the institution of an ^ 
intermittent water-supply in the town and are, in my opinion, dependent on this, since an 
intermittent supply means that those who are thirsty daring the hours on which the water 
is cut OS’ must either drink from other sources of supply, such as the river, tanks or wells, 
or mnst drink stored and possibly decomposing water. It is now acknowledged by the 
Mnnicipality that the inability to supply water continuously is due to a very dangerous 
shortage of coal: indeed, there has been no stock of coal at all at the pumping station, apd 
small qaantities have within a few days been purchased locally at high rates to carry on 
with. There is a dispute regarding the responsibility for the failure of an expected supply 
of coal to arivs, and a sub-committee was appointed by the Municipal Commissioners at a 
meeting of the Commissioners held yesterday to go into the matter. At this meeting I 
pointed ont that the present state of affairs could not have occurred had the Munioipauty 
acted upon the advice tendered to them by the Sanitary Board in their meeting of the 14th 
February 1917, when it was stated that, in the opinion of the Sanitary Board, 6 months* 
-supply of coal should be kept in stock at the water-works. I proposed that this advice 
should be acted upon. This proposal was neither seconded nor publicly supported in any 
way by any Oommis doner present, and so was not even put to the meeting. It is hoped 
that this letter will be considered by the Sanitary Board as evidence that their suggestion 
had not been acted upon and that the present seriups and dangerous condition is the direct 
result of the failure to do so.** 

5. In submitting this report to Government, the Secretary to the 
Sanitary Board wrote :— 

“ The Sanitary Board decided at their last meetjng that it was necessary for them to 
bring to the special notice of Ghivsmment this instanoe where the neglect of their most 
elementary duties by the Commissioners of the Hooghly-Chinsura: Municipality has 
resulted in serious, loss of life. A. serious outbreak of oholera recently occurred at 
Hooghly-Chinsura, Which was due, as pointed ou: by the Civil Surgeon, to the inadequate 
supply of water. The shortage of supply was the result of the failure of the Mnnicipality 
to maintain a sufficient stock of coal at the water-works. The Sanitpry Board attd the 
Sanitary Engineer have on several occasions pointed out to the Municipal Commissioners 
the danger of keeping such a small quantity of coal in stock, and in February last the 
Sanitary Board advised them' to keep a six ttoonths* supply in reserve; but the Commis¬ 
sioners have persistently disregarded the advice which has been given t<: them, and are 
directly responsible by their deliberate negleef of an obvious duty for this outbreak of 
disease and the deaths that have occurred.” 
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6. On the Ist May 191^ (the day after the Civil Surgeon had addressed 
the Sanitary Commissioner), the Assistant Sanitary Engineer inspected 
the water-works and recorded the following remarks :— 

“ When I arrived I found only the high lift pump working, a steam pressure of only 60 lbs 
and of the settling tanks two empty and the third containing only IJfoot of water. In the clear 
water reservoir there was only 2' 4' of water, the elevated reseorvoirs were both empty, and at 
the far end of the town practically no water was being obtained,. The Civil Surgeon states 
that choleia is much increasing in the town owing to the shortage of filtered water. All 
this is due to the fact thst the Municipality has failed tq supply the water-works with coal. 
From April 25th there has been no coal in stock, the works having been kept going for 
short and irregular hours with small quantities of .coat purchased from the basar at 
exhorbitant rates—very inferior coal with which wood is having to be burnt. On the 
morning of the 1st about 16 inaunds of coal was brought on to the works after the proper 
starting time. This lasted until 1 p.m., when pumping was having to be stopped : only just 
then a bullock wagon with about 8 maunds of coal wandered intC the compound. These 
matters were discussed with the Chairman. He stated that 50 tons of coal had been 
ordered, of which 25 tons was expected to arrive every minute, and the other 25 tons in 
two Or three days’ time. He also undertook to order from Messrs. N. Sarkar A Co. 50 tons 
of coal to be deUvered at once, and an additional 250 tons to follow as soon as possible to 
go into stock, and thereafter to contract for a monthly supply of 55, tons'for daily use, all 
these orders to be given by special indent through the Coal; Controlier. The indent will 
come to this office for special recommendation and explanation of the necessity of creating 
a reserve stock of 25Q tons. The Chairman should loto no time in pushing through these 
negotiations, as the matter is one of vital urgency.” 

7. Hlie Assistant Sanitary Engineer ^ain inspected the water-works 
oi^ the 5tb June and again drew attention to the shortage of coal as foUoacs :— 

” Some 15 tons of coal was in stock, ks., about a week’s supply ; the coal is of such 
poor quality that hand-fiHug is necessary, and sufficient steam cannot be snpplied by one 
boiler to keep '^the high and low lift engines going at the same time. The coal consnmp- 
tion per horse power is therefore very high. I wrasinformed that 200 tons of ooai has 
been ordered, btat whether this will all go into stock, and an additional 55 tons per month 
be ordered for regular use, 1 do not know. What is required is a stock of 250 tons of good 
coal, so that in case of emergency the water-works will not be brought to a standstill.” 

In submitting his inspection note to Government, the Sanitary Engineer 
•remarked : — 

” The •history of the proceedings of this Municipality in connection with the water¬ 
works has been discreditable from beginning to end; and I regret that I have been forced 
to the conclusion that the present Municipal Commissioners are not fit to have Control 
over this installation, upon which the health of 30,000 persons depends.” 

8 . In July, the Government Water-works Inspector found only 8 
tons of cod, or about four da^^ supply, dn stock, and that of a very poor 
■quality. In the note of his inspection in June, the Assistant Sanitary 
Engineer had commented adversely on the action of the Municipal Com¬ 
missioners in instructing the Water-works Superintendent not to add alum to 
the water in the settling tanks **for economy’s sake” and had pointed out that 
its use was absolutely necessary, especially in the I’ainy season. In spite 
<i|^ this, the Inspector found that no alum was being added to the water, 
as the Superintendent had received instructions from the Municipal Com¬ 
missioners . not to use more than 2 grains per gallon under any dircuip- 
atances. Owing to the turbidity of the river this quantity was not sufficient • 
to cause any reaction, and consequently the Superintendent discontinued 
using alum altc^ether. The’ Inspector pointed out that the Municipal 
Commissioners Imd no right to issue any such orders and warned them 
that should any epidemic of water-borne disease occur, they wduld be 
.responsible for it owing to their .interference. An analysis of the water 
made by the Sanitary Ccnumissioner iii July showed intenlKive faecal 
pollution due to inefficient filtratitm, as a result of which the water was 
not much better than raw river water. As a result ci an enqnjry by the 
Water-works Inspector on the Slst July it was found that this ra ^l t ■ 
was due to the discontinuance of the use of alum and the failure to replemah 
the filters with fine sand in spite <d the fact that the Municipal Commissioners 
had been frequent^'addressed on the subject since April 1917. 

9. On the 6th September, another inspection was inade by the Water¬ 
works Inspector, who found that oogadlticaB weee no better than they he^ bben 
at the time of his previous visits. The only coal in stock consisted all tons of 

* ■ V ' • 
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very poor qualit;^ which had been received on the previous day: repairs to 
elevated reservoirs, street standposts, etc., of which the necessity had 
repeatedly been urged, had not been carried out; owing to an insufficient 
quantity of sand being available the work of replenishing the filters had been 
only half done ; the staff wajs at less than half the proper strength, 10 out of 
18 men haying left, partly, it was explained, in consequence of unhealthiness 
and partly in consequence of irregularity of pay. 

These strictures on the managements of the water-works are confirmed 
by the following remarks made by the Magistrate of Hooghly in reviewing the 
work of the Municipality during the year 1917-18. 

** The water-supply was not regular for want of coal, and the usual hours of supply¬ 
ing water had to be curtailed in consequence to the great inconvenience of the public. 
The Btook of coal was not sufficient, and the work was managed at times by locally pur¬ 
chasing a few cart loads of coal.*' 

10. The record of the failure of the Municipal Commissioners to ensure 
the metering of private house-connections in accordance with the rules issued 
by Government under section 290, Bengal Municipal Act, in February 1915 in 
equally unsatisfactory. Within seven months after the issue of these rules, 
the Municipal Commissioners had given nearly 300 house-connections without 
meters, with the result that pei-sons with private connections were using 30 to 
40 gallons of watei per head daily, whilst the rest of the population were getting 
only 4gallons per head. Orders were, therefore, issued by Government in 
December 1915, that every house-connection must be fitted with a meter, 
without any further delay. At a meeting held on the 17th duly 1916, the 
Municipal Commissioners resolved that, from the 1st August 1916, no house- 
connections should be allowed without • meters and that the connections made 
before the Slst July 1916 should bo metered by the Ist January 1917. Sub¬ 
sequently, however, on the representation of rate-payers that very few meters 
were nvailablo in the market and that the prices at which tliey could be 
obtained wore* prohibitive, the Commissioners resolved, on the 16th December 

1916, to extend the time lor affixing motors to the let July 1917. This 
resolution was accepte«l by Government, but at the same time it was pointed 
out that meters should be ordered without further delay, in order that they 
might bo affixed before the expiry, of the extended period. On the 12th April 

1917, the Municipal Commissioners passed a resolution to the effect that new 
applications for house-connections presented up to the 30th June 1917 might be 
granted without metem being affixed provide that the applicants gave a 
written underiaking to fix meters when required by the Commissioners to do so 
and deposited a sum of Rs. 25 as security for the due fulfilment of their 
undertaking. From the date on which this resolution was passed up to the 
24th May 1917, six new house-connections were allowed bringing the total 
number of connections up to 384, of which'only 44 had been metered ; of these 
44 all but 11 were on Government buildings. 

11. Subsequently notices were issued by the Chairman on the 20th May 
1917, to the house owners who had unmetered connections stating that if 
they failed to provide meters by the Ist July 1917, the water would be 
out off. Protests were made against tliis notice by some of the house¬ 
owners concerned, and a special meeting was held by the Municipal Com¬ 
missioners on the 18th June 1917 to consider the matter. At this meeting 
it was resolved that the notice in question should be withdrawn and that 
no further action should be taken ' in the, matter of the introduction of 
meters without a resolution by the Commissioners at a meeting. It was 
urged by the Municipal Commissioners that no meters of the size required 
were available, but enquiry showed that no order for, the supply of meters 
had ever been given whjle the Commissioners had not taken any effective 
action to secure the affixing of meters, either by themselves or by private jier- 
soris, since the publication of the rules in 1915. 

12. In these circumstances it was painted out to the Municipal Commis¬ 
sioners in August 1917 that it was oleariy their duty to insist on the enforce¬ 
ment of the agreetnenis for the provision of meters, that their resolution of the 
18th June 1917 was contrary to the spirit of the rules issued under the Bengal 
Municipal Act and in excess of their legal powers, and that their action in 
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having allpwed 'boase'oonuections without meters, being a violation q£ those 
rules, was vltra vires. They were accordingly directed to'rescind their resolu¬ 
tion and place orders without further loss of time for the necessary number of 
meters to he supplied, at the earliept possible date. At the san^e time their 
attention was drawn to the faqt that the consumption per head had increased 
from 4*81 gallons per head in 1914 to 11’29 gallons i)er head in 1916., 
c'oncomitantly with the grant of unmetered house-oonnections ; that it was 
estimated that one-eighth of the inhabitants were consuming more than one- 
half of the water supplied ; and that the poorer'classes 8ufic3red from want of 
water owing to wasteful consumption by their richer neighbours. In reply to 
these orders the Municipal Commissioners submitted a representation to the 
effect there was no waste of water due to unmetered hpuse-connections. 
Government were unable to accept this argument, which was contrary to the 
proved facts, and in January 1918 directed the Municipal Commissioners, on 
pain of supersession under section 65 of the Bengal Municipal Act, to place an 
order within one month for 120 meters, which should be affixed by instal¬ 
ments and the cost thereof recovered from the house-holders concerned. It 

• was. suggested that as soon as the. cost of each instalment was recovered, an 
order for the same number should be g^ven and they should similarly be affixed, 
the process being repeated until all the unrhetered connections were metered. 
The orders of Government were accepted by l^he Commissioners, and in 
February 1918 the Chairman reported that an order for 120 meters had been 
issued, which on receipt would be duly affixed to the house-connections 
already granted in the way suggested by Government. 

13. On the 2nd May, the Assistant Sanitary Engineer reported that the 
120 meters ordered had been received, but no surface boxes had either been 
ordered or received, and no attempt had been made to fix the meters. The 
Sanitary Engineer wrote to the Chairman pointing out that the spirit of the 
Government orders had been flagrantly disregarded and threatening to report 
to Government if this defiant attitude continued. In reply, the Chairman 
stated that tie owners of unmetered houses had been called upon to affix 
meters within a month. When, however, the Assistant Sanitary Engineer 
inspected on thei5th June he found that out of 120 meters only 2 had been 
sent out, and that the Commissioners had resolved to purchase only 20 surface 
boxes for meters. On the 12th July, the Water-works Inspector reported that 
6 hly - 4 of the 120 meters had been fitted and that out of 400 existing 
connections only 55 were metered, of which 40 were on Government buildings. 
At a subsequent visit made on the 6th September, the Inspector found that no 
more meters had been fixed^ 

14. The Governor in Council regrets to observe that the management of 
the water-works is not the only respeqt in which the.Municipal Commissioners 
have failed to discharge their duties properly during tlieir term of office. 
Their neglect of other branches of the administration has more than once 
been animadverted upon by Government. In the. annual resolution on the 
working of municipaiitios during 1915-16 it was remarked : 

“The Commissioners of Hooghly-Chinsura declined to impose a water-rate adequate 
to meet the maintenance charges of the water-works ; the oolleotion of taxes was bad ; 
and the Municipality had insufficient funds to carry out municipal work efficiently." 

In the resolution for 1916-17, Government again drew attention to the 
serious defects of the administration :— 

“The state of affairs", it was stated, " in the important municipaUty of Hooghly- 
Chinsura continued to be far from satisfactory. The collections were . defective and the 
roads bad ; there was excessive consumption of filtered water by private house-holders in 
the absence of meters; and sanitary officers had not been appointed at the end of the 

• year." 

15. No improvement in the adminial.i*ation has since been effected. 
In a note on the audit of the municipal accounts, dated the 13th Novem¬ 
ber 1917, the Examiner of Local Accounts observed that the taxation accounts 
were in a deplorable condition. In his annual report for the year 191.7-18, 
dated the 1st September 1918, the Commissioner of the Burdwan-Division, 
after referring to the fact that the Municipal Commissionera had aPDQtuted 
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nelthei’ 9 health nor a second Sanitary Inspector, as required by the 

statpfccfry Tules of Gdvernment, reiwrted :— ’ ' 

“ There has been a lack of saperrision over the municipal staff with the result that 
serious irregularities ami embesslements have occurred; heavy arrears of taxes have 
accumulated; large outstanding liabilities have not been met, and the closing balances 
have been unduly, reduced. The potstanding liabilities are considerable and tip* ffnancial 
position is very unsatisfactory. This is partly due to the imposition of an inadequate 
water-rate, the income from which is insuffteiefit to meet the charges for water-supply." 

A recent inspection by the Comi^ssioner of the Burdwan Division, held 
on the 22nd September 1918, has shown that the financial condition of the 
Municipality is even , worse than was suspected and that it is practically 
bankrupt. He found a serious deficit in the water-rate fund due to the 
refusal of the Municipal Commissioners to assess an adequate rate. The 
balance ^ the credit of the water-works capital account was Rs. 8,641 on 
the 3l8t March 1918, but the whole of this balance had been diverted. 
The arrears of taxes at the beginning of the year amounted to Rs. 10,937, 
of which Rs. 6,606 was still unrealized., Out of a demand of Rsi 40,633 
for the half-year ending on the SOth September 1918, nearly Rs. 11,000 had 
•«till to be collected. The actual .cash balance on the Slat August was only 
Rs. 226-8, and the amount due on account of unpaid bills received by the 
Municipal Commissioners aggregated Rs. 24,386. The Cliairman estimated 
that about Rs. 6,000 was also due on account of bills which had not yet been 
presented, so that the liabilities amounted to about Rs. 30,000. The out- 
do<)r staff office establishment and even the road coolies had not yet received 
their pay for August. The Commissioner had already asked the Municipal 
Commissioners to examine ^ their financial condition with reference to the 
question of paying outstanding debts and meeting the deficit of the water- 
rate fund. Ho laconically reports the result;— 

"At a'meeting held on ^he 10th September, the Municipal Commissionere resolved to 
postpone the consideration of this subject.” ^ ' 

16.. After the most careful consideration, the Government of Ben^l have 
come to the conclusion that the Municipal Commissioners have persistently 
made default in the performance of their duties and have proved -^emst Ives 
incompetent to conduct the administration of the Municipality. They have 
been treated for years past with great patience, but have deliberately 
neglected the warnings and instructions given to them ; and the Governor m 
Council is reluctsntly forced to decide that temporary supersession is 
necessary in the interests of the rate-payers themselves. , , 

In these circumstances, the Governor m Council declares by this order, 
issued under section 66 of the Bengal Municipal Act, that the CommissioBers 
of the Hooghly-Chinsura Municipality are incompetent to perform and 
persistentlv make default in the performance of their duties, and he dm cts 
that they bo superseded for the period of one year with effect from the date of 
the publication of this Resolution in the Calcutta Gazette. In exercise of the 
, powers conferred by section 66 of the Act, the Governor further directs that 
all the powers and duties of the Commissioners sh^l, during the period of 
supersession, be exercised and performed by the District Magistrate of 
Hooghly for the time being.

Chiractsr af tha saasan. —Tho weather was generally .favourable in 
the beginning of the season. Sowings, in consequence, commenced at the 
usual'time. April and May were favourable months for the autumn crops, 
especially in the Eastern Bengal districts, although tho rainfall in the latter 
month was somewhat excessive. .The heavy rainfall in June and absence of 
sunshine however retarded growth. In July the bhadoi crops suffered 
through want of rain in some of the western districts. Floods during this 
month and excessive rain in August were responsible for damage in the 
eastern and northern districts. On the whole the season may be regarded 
as an unfavourable one for these crops. 

Acroage.— J 'he total area sown this year with the different bhadoi crops 
is returned at 5,937,200 acres against 5,905,300 acres and 6,964,300 acres, 
respectively, in the corresponding and final forecasts of last year. Of this 
area that under autumn rice is estimated at 5,046,300 acres against 
6,073,900 acres and 5,076,100 acres in the corresponding and final forecasts 
of last year. , 

Outturn. —According to the estimates of the District Officers the outturn 
of the different bhadoi crops works out to 81 per cent, of the normal against 
87 and 88 per cent, reported respectively in the corresponding and final 
forecasts of last year. Autumn. rice, wiiich is tho most important bhadoi 
crop, shows an outturn of 81 per cent, as compared with 87 and 88 per cent, 
in the corresponding and final forecasts of last year.

First Forecast of the Winter Rloe Crop of Bengal, 1918-19. 



Two crops, agriculturally distiuct, are i-cturned in tlio Wintor Itico 
FoiHicasts, 0 !io the hroadcasted deep water rice fcjuiuJ mostly in Eastern 
Bengal and sown from the beginning of March onwards, the otlier and more 
important crop Indng transplanted from seedbeds in July and August. lOarly 
rainfall (but not floods) suits the sowing of the l)roadcaBt crop and of seed¬ 
beds for the transplanted varieties. (IocmI general rainfall in July and August 
permits of a large area of the transplanted crop being planted, while plentiful 
showers in October secures a full crop in those districts where the soil is on 
account of its high situation or of its comparat.ive porosity not ideally suitable 
for paddy cultivation. Both crops are harvested about the same time, the 
inaiiT **rop being generally (uit in December. 

Charactflr af tha Seasan. —The season began unusually favourably the 
sowings of the deep water broadcast crop and of seedbeds being completed in 
good time. As a result of the favourable rainfall in May ami June prepara¬ 
tory tillage for the transplanted crop was well advancer^ The July rainfall 
was below normal in the Pi'esidoncy and Burdwan Divisions generally and in 
the districts of Rajshahi, Bt^ra, Pabna, Malda and Noakhali. Pabna, however, 
grows comiiaratively little of the transplanted crop. Noakhali'^ had plenty 
of rain at any rate, and the deficiency in Rajshahi was not sufficient to 
affect ti'ansplantation. Outside the Presidency and Burdwan Divisions, 
Bogra and Malda were therefore the only two districts to suffer from sub¬ 
normal rainfall, The deficiency in July was, however, completely made up in 
August and a full area of the transplanted crop has been put down. 

Acreage.—According to the figures returned by District Officers the total 
area under the winter rice crop amounts to 15,945,800 acres as compared with 
15.299,000 and 15,515,500 acres in the First and Final Forecasts of last year. 
The increase over last year’s figures is to be found mainly in the large increases 
shown in the Dinajpur and Ruugpore returns, where the area was seriousljr 
reduced last year owing to scarcity of autumn rainfall. No district shows any 
serious decline this year. • 

Outturn 

(Note.—Ar tlie crop at tliu liino of rcportiiif; is not yet in ear <iuttiirn ii;>iire8 in this Foi'ccast must be 
<|ualified witli the remark that the estimates in each case are based on the assumption of normal weather 
conditions prevailing' until at least the end of October. For example there is still time for the outturn of 
the transplanted Cl op to he seriously reduced throii'J'h drought while uiiusuallj’ favourable conditions till 
harvest time would produce bumper crops in many districts.) 

From the District returns it will be noted that the crop expectations vary 
from 50 per cent, of the normal in the case of the Chittagong Hill Tracts 
which, however, are unimportant from the point of view of area to 108 per cent, 
in Burdwan which is the only district returning a crop above normal. Six 
districts anticipate a normal (!rop, thirteen a crop between 80 to 98 per cent., 
four between 68 per oeut. and 75 per cent, and throe below the latter figure. 

Oil the basis of the above figures the Provincial crop expectations are 
90 per cent, of normal against 96 per cent,, in the corresponding forecast of 
last year. The averaging of District estimates for the First Forecast is, how- 
eve i*, not always a trustworthy method of arriving at Provincial figures, as most 
District Officers wisely decline to submit figures above normal at so early a 
stage. It is clear that with ordinarily favourable weather, the crop in many 
districts will this year exceed the normal. Prospects, on the whole, are no 
worse than they were at the time of the First Forecast of last year when the 
district normals averaged 96 per cent. I consider, tiiereforo, that 95 per cent, 
of normal would represent a fairly reasonable expectation for the Presidency 
in the absence of ariy unduly unfavourable weather conditions.

I have the honour to present the following report on the working of the 
Calcutta Fire Brigade for the financial year ended the 31 st March 1918. 

During the year under review, the Brigade was under the charge of 
Mr. W. Jarrct, Station Officer in charge. Headquarters, as I was on deputation 
in Mesopotamia to advise on the fire-protection of the Mesopotamia Expedi¬ 
tionary Force. * . 

2. Financial Statement. —The statement of the receipts and expendi¬ 
ture and payments made by the Municipalities within the jurisdiction t>f th<‘ 
Fire Brigade Act I of 189.S, is given in Appendix T. 

3. Fires, etc. —The total number of fires or supposed fires dealt with 

by the Fire Brigade during the year under review is 427, being a decrease of 
28 as compared with previous year and resulting in :—

False alarms ... .... ... 88 (108 in 1916-17) 

Calls for special service ... ... ... 8 ( 12 in 1916-17) 

In connection with the false alarms it is unsatisfactory to note; tliat no less 
than 58 wore assumed to be given wilfully. 

Nine fires occurred in premises lieemsed under the Licensed Warelnmse 
and Fire Bi'igade Act I of 1893, as compared with 15 in the previous year.

I'he district in which fires or supposed fires occurred (Appendix III). 

The number of fires on evory day and month throughout the year 
(Appendix IV). 

Daily and hourly summaiy of fires or Bup])bsed tires (Appendix V). . 

The actual number of calls received during the year is 588 (639 in 
1916-17), which figure included several instances tvhere more than one call 
was received for the same fire. The means by which these calls were trans¬ 
mitted to the Brigade are given in Appendix II. 

4. FIra Loss. —The damage caused by fire and water during the year 
is Rs. 7.82,835 (Rs. 13,17,495 in 1916-17) which is below the average for* the 
past eight years by Rs. 2,88,902. 

'I’he average damage per fire during the current year is Rs. 1,131 as 
compared with Rs. 6,002 for the past eight years.

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5. FIri RAptrtS. —Shorit reports of fires Rs. 1,000 damag(^«i and over, 
are given in (Appendix IX). 

6. AppliAnOAS.—Appendix X shows Ihe present distribution of the 
principal appliances in use by the Brigade, and Appendix XI gives the 
number of times each appliance has been turned out in response to fire 
calls, with monthly figures. 

It is estimated that motor appliances travelled 8,6.59 miles and horse- 
drawn appliances 184 miles during the year in responding to and returning 
from calls. 

Orders have been placed with Messrs. Merryweathor & Sous, Ld., and 
Messrs. Leyland & Co. for new Motor Fire Flngines, but delivery has not yet 
been effected*owing to the war, 

7. Flr0 Stations. —Appendix XII gives the number of times each station 
has been turned out in response to fire calls, together with monthly figures. 

Headquarters are still situated in the premises temporarily hired from 
the Sarnavaya Corporation, IaI. A suitable site has now been selected at the 
K’enwick Bazar Police outpost and plans for permanent Headquarters are 
being prepared. 

The Improvement Trii^t having acquired the Halliday Street Pumping 
Station site, the section of the Fire Brigade located there had to he reraov^ed 
to 20, Convent Road, Entally, from l5th October 1917, which was hircMi at a 
montidy rental of Rs. 425 only. Arrangennents are in progress to huild a 
permanent out-station at the llallklay Streot site as t he congostevl port ion of 
the to*vn in that area is now insufficiently protected. 

8. Stoff.-—The total strength of the Brigade is 220. 'I’he general 
conduct and discipline has been good. Many changes have taken place in the 
personnel owing to men proceeding on Active Service. Under Coverumont 
Order No. 80 T. M., dated 5th Jatiuary 1918, sanction has been received totho 
revision of i)ay of the superior establishment of tlnj Brigade, and a tnoo<^hi has 
Imen entertained. The revision has been madt^ commensuratt^ with the 
recommendations made in the Re-organisation Report. 

Owing to the increase of Fire Brigade work, and the large au^ount of 
stores, etc., necosary for the maintenance of the Brigade, it has been found 
necessary to inaugurate separate Stores Uepartment. Oovernmeiit has l»een 
apprtmehod on the subject, and it is hoped that sanction will be actjonled for 
this Dopai’tment at an early date. 

9. Fatalities and ACCident8.-T-Short details of fires and culls in¬ 
volving loss of life and accidents are given in Appendix XJ V. 

I regret to report that Sergeant Brodie of the Calcutta Police attached 
to the Fire Brigade was fatally injured whilst proceeding to a tire on "the 
.80th January 1918, Full euquii'ies were made and it was found that no blame 
could be attached to the Driver of the Firo Engine as the accident was due 
to the fact that road repairs were being carried out and no warning lights 
were exhibited. 

The total fatalities are 7 as compared with 10 in the previous year. 
()f these 2 cases of suicide by burning. 

First aid _ was rendered in almost every ease by the Kii-c Brigade 
with the materials carried on the appliances. 

10. Horses. —Sixteen horses were in service at the comnnmeemont 
of the year. One horse h.aa been cast and sold as being nnlil for the 
Fire Brigade work, and one Ijas been purchased, leaving a total of sixti^en 
at the close of the year. 

11. Water-supply. —In 'sevei*al instances difficulty has'been experiiMiccd 
in obtaining adequate water for fire-cxtinguisliing purposes. 

The entertainment of duplicate set of pumps for the unfilteved watcr- 
Hiipply requires consideration, as when the existing pumps require i*opairing 
or overhauling, a considerablo portion of the City is left practically 
unprotected. 
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In several areas, such as Chitpiir, Howrah and Garden Reach, there 
is considerable danger of serious fires occurring as no water mains are laid 
and many of the existing tanks are being filled up on sanitary grounds. 

It is hoped that prompt action will be taken in this matter as' the 
value and importance of the propei;tiee at risk is enormous. 

I have to thank the officers of, the Water Department of the Calcutta 
Corporation for their endeavours to improve the supply and for their 
attention to any complaints which are made. 

12. Street Fire Alarms, Telephones and Electrical communications.— 

Appendix 11 shows the means by which fire calls have beeii transmitted to 
the Fire Bricrade. 

It is satisfactory to note that cases of delay in calling the *Fire Brigade 
have decreased in number, which is due to the installation of Street Fire 
Alarms. This Fire Alarm system has been of extensive service and 
undoubtedly has been the means of preventing many serious fires*. 

My thanks are due to the Bengal Telephone Company for their efficiency 
in keeping the Fire Alarms and telephones in good working order and for 
their conrinued interest in all matters appertaining to Fire Brigade work. 

Appendix XVI givt's the position of street fire alarms (u-ected and about 
to be erected. At present there are in all 12,5 in use. 

• 18. Inspection Department, Theatres and places of Public Amuse¬ 
ments. —A considerable amount of work has been carried out in endeavour¬ 
ing to safeguard the public in places of amusement, but I regret that the 
progress is very slow. As mentioned in my pi-ovious reports, the bye-laws 
regulating the tlioatres, etc., required amendment giving the requisite power of 
enforcing the necessary safeguards an<l provision of fire appliances. 

Two celluloid film fires occurred during the year and in one case one 
person was burned to death. 

14. General. —Progress has been made in protecting individual risks and 
on many occasions advice has been given on fire protection. 

In connection with the Licensed Wai’ehouse and Fire Brigade Act (I of 
189,3) during the year under review, 5.457 inspections have been made (exclu¬ 
sive of theatres and places of public amusement). 

371 applications for licenses and complaints have been received and dis¬ 
posed of. 

215 prosecutions wore instituted under section 14 of Act I of 1893, which 
resulted in 187 persons being fined, 13 persons being warned and 15 cases 
being withdrawn or filed. • 

3 Licenses were refused as the sites were not considered suitable an<l in 
conformity with the requirements from the Fire Brigade point cf view. 

15. FlPSWOrk liCOnSOS, Otc. —During the year five licenses were granted 
for letting off fii-eworks under section 36, Act I of 1893. 

One person was prosecuted, convicted and. fined for selling fireworks 
without license. 

16. (lurlSdICtlOll. —The Calcutta Fire Brigrade protects the municipali¬ 

ties of Calcutta, Cossipore-Gliitpore, Howrah, Maniktala and Garden Reach, 
and may attend fires outside t he boundaries of these municipalities (but not 
exceeding a radius of 6 miles from the Central B’ire (Station), provided that 
appliances can be spared and on payment of a prescribed fee. Appendix XIX 
gives the Government Order relating to this and the form which has to be 
signed prior to the Fire Bigrade leaving the jurisdiction of the above muni¬ 
cipalities. ^ 

The actual area protected by the Calcutta Fire Brigrade is just over 113 
square jniles,.and the population included in the same is about 1^ millions. 

17. Map. —F'or economical Vtu’poses the map usually inserted in this 
i-eport, showing the situation of fire stations, fire alarms, etc,, and where fires 
have occurred, is omitted. 
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18. AmblltailOS SOPViea. —Sioo^ the inauguration of the Motor Ambul¬ 
ance-Service in January 1916, a coneiderable amount of iiBeful work-has been 
carried out. 

Up to the Slst March 1918, no less than 6,01‘2 calls have been dealt wit^i 
and the ambulance waggons have travelled about .^2,450 miles. 

During the year under review, 3,643 calls have been received (2,317 in 
1916-17) and the machines have travelled about 18,849J miles (13,600 in 
1916-17). - ' 

Details of the work are given in the Appendix Nos. XXI, XXII, 
showing— 

The number of calis on every day and month throughout the year 
(Appendix XXI). 

Daily and hourly summary of calls (Appendix XXII). 

The staft* of the Ambulance Service consists of four drivers and eight 
attendants, two drivers and two attendants being always on duty at the 
following salai'ies :— ' 

Drivers, Rs. 80 per month and free quarters. 

Attendants, Rs. 15 per month and free quarters. 

There are now three motor ambulance waggons belonging to this 
Department, all of which have been presented to the Government and the 
Corporation. 

Arrangements were made for these machines to be repaired when 
necessary in the Corporation workshops, but unfortunately considerablt? 
difficulty was experienced in keeping them in good running order. On many 
occasions one machine only has been on duty, therefore the number of calls 
in' which delay has occurred has- been considerable (amounting to no less 
than 202) owing to the machines on duty being engaged on other cases or 
under repair. It is, howevei-, anticipated that better result will be obtained 
in the coming year. 

The question of providing another motor ambulance and crew consisting 
of two drivers and four attendants require Consideration, as the work of tluj 
Department is so rapidly increasing that the present machines and staff are 
frequently unable to cope with it. . - 

The system of keeping one machine in reserve to permit overhauling and 
repairing the machine on duty has been found by experience to be necessai-y 
and even with this precaution, as before mentioned, often one machine only 
was immediately available for calls. 

On Ist April 1918, it was decided to make charges for the use of the 
motor ambulances in certain oases, but that for accidents and persona 
requiring to be removed to the free wards of the hospitals, no charge is 
made. The schedule of charges will be seen in Appendix XX111. 

The Ambulance Department is financially .maintained by Government 
and the Corpoi-ation of Calcutta, the former paying one-third and t he latter 
two-thirds of the cost of the upkeep. Appendix XX givos financial statement 
for the year under review. 

Ambulances are available at all hours for accidents and urgent cases 
necessitating removal to hospital. These machines are noc to If© used for 
infectious cases, but the provision of one or more motor ambulances for that 
class of work is now under consideration.

The year opened with a balance of Ra. 89,132-9>6 and the receipts amounted to 
Rs. 2,17,891-14-10 and the total expenditure to Rs, 2,09,299, leaving a balance of 
Rs. 97,725-8-4 at the close of the year. 

\ 

Rhceipts. 

The receipts show an increase of Rs. 5,484-14-10 over the estimate. The sale proceeds 
of unserviceable stores amounted to Rs. 3,432-6-9 against Rs. 500 estimated. The credits 
on account of hire of engioes, etc., in connection with calls outside the brigade jurisdiction 
amounted to Rs. 1,020. The fees under the Petroleum Act show a n increase of Rs. 1,085 
over the estimate. ' 


Expenditure. 

Under head ‘ Establishments' there was a decrease of Rs. 10,391-1 due mainly to the 
non-debit of the Chief Officer’s pay, owing to his being on deputation to Mesopotamia. 

The total expenditure under head ‘ Contingencies ’ amounted,to Rs. 1,17,722-8-8 against 
a budget grant of Rs. 1,90,952, showing a decrease of Rs. 73,229-7-4.. The savings include 
Rs. 59,788 provided in the budget for the purchase of (») a combined appliance including 
tire excape, first-aid cylinders and pumps, (ti) a motor fire engine and (tit) canvas hose 
which remained unexpended at the close of the year in consequence of the delay in their 
shipment from England owing to the war. 

Under head ‘Other charges’ there was a decrease of Rs. ]:;487-8-7 due mainly to loss 
expenditure under head ‘ Water pressure’.

Corporation of Caloutta. 

Motor Ainbulanoo Sorvlob. 

The following rules to regulate the use of the motor ambulances have been approved 
by the Corporation and the /ei‘s prescribed therein for the use of the ambulances for 
conveyintj paying patients to hospitals, etc., will be enforced from the 1st April 1918. 

Ruloa. 

1. The use «>f the motor ambulances is allowed free of charge in Calcutta and its 
immediate surroundings in the fallowing cases :— 

(t) In all accident cases, and in all labour cases where the parties are poor. 

(ii) In the case of patients snlTering from non-infectious diseases who are intended 
to be treated in hospitals in general indoor wards without payment. 

(itV) In the case of patients sulTering from non-infcutious diseases who may belong 
to His Majesty’s naval or lan<l forces. 

{tv) In the case of members of the Indian Defence Force whose injuries or sickness 
may have been caused in the discharge of tjieir military duties. 

2. Fees will be charged for the use of the motor ambulances in the following cases 
at the rates noted against each— 

A. In the case of Calcutta residents :— 

(t) Where a paying patient is conveyed from his home to a hospital or vice versa. 

Rs. 

(a) For patients treated in the 3 Nursing Homes, viz., the Bengal 
Nursing Home in Bow Bazar and the two Nursing Homes in 
Middletion Row and Wood Street, or in the WoAburn Block of 
the Presidency General Hospital, Turret rooinPof the Eden 
Hospital, larger five-rupee cabins or purdah cottages of the 
Dull'erin Hospital, or in any other hospital or place of treatment 
on payment of a daily charge of Ks. .'> and above. .I 

(A) For patients treated in other paying wards of hospitals or other 

places of treatment on payment of a daily fee of less than ils. 2 

(tf) In other than hospital cases, i.e., where the ambulance is engaged to 
convey a patient to a Railway Station, Steamer or elsewhere (but 
not to a hospital) and vice versa, the fee will ordinarily be ... .I 

(But the Chief Officer, Fire Brigade, has the discretion to rOdUce 
it, if he thinks proper). 

B. In the case of patients (suffering fisom non-infectiuus diseases) outside Calcutta:— 

Same rates as in A above plus 0-8-0 per mile for the distance covered by the ambu¬ 
lance outsuie the Municipal limits both ways. 

3. In all cases in wluch fees are payable, the amount due must be prepaid. The 
drivers are supplied with a nook of vouchers and will give a printed receipt in return 
for the proper fee. 

4. In all accident cases in Calcutta or its surrounding, motor ambulances will turn 
out on the requisition of any person if there are reasonable grounds tO consider the call a 
bond fide one." 

Requisitions (which may b3 verbal or written) for ambulance for conveying patients 
should be made by a doctor or nurse or other responsible peraon. 

5. The Chief Officer, Fire Brigade, has the option of refusing to send the ambulances 
(a) outside the Municipal limits, 0j) in oases within the Municipal limits in which he has 
reason to doubt the bond fides of the parties (if other than doctors or nuraes) requisition¬ 
ing.

There are two crops early and late. The parly crop is chiefly grown 
in the Chittagong Hill Tracts and in tbh'State of Hill Tippera and to a small 
extent in Bankura and Midiiapore districis. The late crop is unimportant 
and is ihainly grown in Midnapore. 

Character ef the season* —The prospects are on the^ whole good. The 
report from the Chittagong Hill Tracts forecasts a good crop while that from 
Hill Tippera is fairly satisfactory. 

Area sown.— The area sown with early cotton is reported to be 71,867 
acres against 71,i30 acres reported in the corresponding forecast of last year. 
This includes an area estimated at 1,000 acres in other districts which ha ve 
started cotton cultivation this year on account of the high prices of cloth. 

Of the late crop 700 acres are reported to have been sown up to date in 
Midnapore against the same figure in the corresponding forecast of last year.

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2. Ganoral conditions of tho yoai*. —The outturn o£ crops was satis¬ 
factory ; but owing to the dislocation of trade due to the war prices of the 
staple crops, rico and jute, were low. The material condition of the cultiva¬ 
ting classes and of the land-holders was not therefore satisfactory, while the 
high prices of imported articles, such as salt, sugar, kerosino oil, corrugated 
iron, and particularly of cloth, affected all classes of people,- cultivators, 
lal)onror8 and persons with small fixe I incomes suflFeriiig very soveridy. The 
coal mines in Asansol and the various mills .and factories in Hoogldy and 
Howrah had a very prosperous year and gave employm(?nt to a large number 
of lahoui-crs. Tho weaving of cotton cloth, tho silk industry and the sugar 
making industry prospered on account of the dearness of imported articles ; 
but tho brass and bell-metal industries and other industries which depend on 
foreign countries for raw materials were seriously hampered. A good impetus 
was given to the ship-building industry in Chittagong wln^re several brigs 
and schooners were built during the j'oar, the registered tonnage varying 
from 89 to 450 Ions. Some damage was done to crops by the floods of the 
Ajay, Damodar and Silai in parts' of Bard wan, Hooghly, Howrah and Midua- 
pore districts, and by the floods of tho Kuya and Maui*akshi in Murshidabad 
district. A sum of Rs. 1,00,628 was advance*! during tho year under cIk; 
Agricultui'ists’ Loans Act and of Us. 19,700 under the Land Improvement 
Loans Act. 

3. Land Revenue demand and collections.— 'rhe current demand of the 
year amounted to Us. 2,78,56,900, showing an increase of Us. 69,898 over the 
previous year, due to new settlements, i-esettlemonts and in'Ogressive increase 
of demands in temporariIy-S(>ttied and Government estates. The collections 
amounted to Us. 2,72,97,413, being 9r96 per cent, of the total and U7‘99 per 
cent, of the current demand against 93‘77 and 99'85 per cent, of the pi-evious 
year. Thp remission of revemuo during the year amounted to Us. 66,429. 

4. Road and Public Works Cossos.-^ —TIk? current demand on account of 
Road and Public Works Cesses showed an increase of Us. 1,12,422 over the 
previous yeai-. due to valuation and revaluation proceedings, 'rhere was 
a falling off in the percentage of total collections on the current demand 
from 100'8 in 1916-17 to 97'7. Only 7 districts attained tho standard of 
100 per cent, collection against 13 districts in the i)revious year. Out of the 
25 districts to which the Ci'ss Act applies, valuations and revaluations, partial 
or complete, were made in 14 districts and wore comph'ted in 9. Uevalua- 
tions conductetl by the Settlement Department wore in progress in llajshahi 
and Noakhali, and revaluations in accordance with the ordinary procedure 
w(>re in progress in the 24-Pargana8, Midnapore and Bakarganj. The current 
demand of land-revenue for the cess-paying districts was Us. 2,78,41.561, 
ami tho valuation or gross rental on which cesses are based amounted to 

Us. 12,59,65,694. The land revenue is thus 221 per cent, of the rental. 

5. RUVUnuU and Goss monoy OrdorS. —As compared with the previous 
year there was a slight increase in the number of money-orders for the 
remittance of land-revenue and cesses and in the amount covered by them, 
viz., 226,206 and Rs. 20,07,860, respectively, against 225,411 and Rs. 19,53,563 
in 1916-17. Tho number of money-orders issued shows a considerable 
decrease from 297,491' in 1914-15, due to the introduction of the combined 
form for the payment of both revenue and cesses ;• but the amount covered 
by the onlers has been the largest this year since 1914-15. 

6. Coorcivo maasurOS. —The number of estates which defaulted and 
became liable to sale was 13,273 or over 2,200 more than in the previous 
year. Only 1,019 estates or 7‘6 per cent, were actually sold against 981 
-estates in 1917-18. The largest numbers of defaults wore in tho 
districts of Chittagong, Midnapore and Dacca ; and tho sales were propor¬ 
tionately most numerous in Dacca, Hooghly and Chittagong. The number of 
certificates filed, including those for cess, was 100,943 against 105,814 in the 
preceding year, and the number pending at tho close of the year was 28,986 
against 32,248 of 1916-17. In the majority of cases payments were made on 
the issue' of notices or on attachment of property. Actual sale became 
necessary only in 5,915 cases or 5'6 per cent, of 105,109 cases disposed of 
during the year. 
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7. Govfirnmeilt Estates. —The total number of estates under direct 
management, including those of private individuals managed by Government, 
was 2,359, with an annual demand of lls. 43,65,696. Us. 1,34,295 were 
spent on miscellaneous and sanitary improvements ; and of this amount 
Kb. 66,575 were spent on drainage, embankment and irrigation alone. The 
ex{)enditui’e on roads and communications was Rs. 3,07,620 of wliicli 
Rs. 74,779 were given by Government and the balance was provided by 
District Board and other funds. There were 2,361 schools attendtsd by 
76,648 pupils in Government estates. The expenditure on education 
amounted to Rs. 81,219, and of this Government contributed Rs. 50,993 and 
the remainder was met by local grants. 

8. WaStO LaadS. —The rules for the grant of waste lands hjases to 
large capitalists in the 24-Parganas and Khulna portions of the Suudar- 
bans continued in abeyance. Raiyatwari settlements on the lines of 
the Bakarganj Colonization Scheme are being made in certain Sundarbans 
lots in the 24-Parganas. The (colonization Scheme in the Bakarganj 
Sundarbans continues to tlirive ; in this area 476 colonists were settled on 
23,141 bighas against 638 colonists on 24,805 bighas in 1916-17. 

Arrangesments were made for improving the educational facilities in the 
colonization areas and an initial expenditure of Rs. 2,500 for the construction 
of schools and teachers’ quarters and a recurring grant of Rs. 2,004 on 
account of teachers’ pay were sanctioned. No fees will bo charged for the 
present ; and vacations wiil be arranged to suit the local conditions and the 
requirements of parents during the sowing or harvesting seasons. 

9. Drainage, Embankment, and Irrigation. —No new lirainage or 

irrigation scheme of importance was undertaken during the year. The 
PnMic Works Department prepared a very extensive scheme for improving 
the drainage of tin? Gontai Subdivision and steps are being taken for initiating 
two ju'ojects oonnootod with this scheme, which are expected to drain 
152 square miles. Tlie Damotlar reservoir survey is still under tho considera¬ 
tion of Government. The repairs of embankments along |.lio left bank of 
the Ajay vvliich wore badly damaged by tho tlo(xlh of 1916 and the question 
of lUipairing and maintaining the zamindari embankments in Birbhum are 
also under consideration. To improve the Gumti embankments in Tippera, 
which were breached by floods in 1915, it has bcxui decided to take charge 
of that portion which falls within the estate of His Highness the Raja of Hill 
Tippoi'a ; and action is being taken under section 7(2; of the Bengal Embank¬ 
ment Act. ^ 

10. Partitions. —Forty-seven cases were instituted during the year and 
278 cases were pending at the end of tho previous year. Of these 40 cases 
were disposed of during tiie year and 285 cases were left pending. 

11. Working of tho Bongal Tonancy Act.— The relations between 

landlords and tenants were unsatisfactory in places. lll-feo}ing, caused by 
enhancement of rent, illegal exactions and money-lending, was noticeable in 
several districts. Failure to give rent-receipts and levy of abwabs and illegal 
cessos in addition to rent continued to prevail throughout t he Presidency. 
The extension of the rocord-of-rights in the Presidency has had a beneficial 
effect in restricting the levy of abwabs as it educates the cultivators to a 
recognition of their right^. As compared with the previous year there was a 
lalling off in the number of rent money-orders and also in the amount covered 
by them. The percentage of money-onlors refused by landlords to money- 
orders sent fell from 19*1 to 16*7. The law relating to tho transferability of 
occupancy-holdings has been amemlod by Act 11 of 1918 to provide rostric- 
tions on alienation of land by aboriginals. The Bill relating to the transfer¬ 
ability of occupancy-holdings generally is still under consideration.

Report on Indian Constitntionai Reforms. * 

The Governor in Council has had under consideration the recommenda* 
tions of the Public Services Commission reiatint^ to the Police Service, as , 
Contained in annezure XVI to their report, and this resolution is published in 
order to give the pnblio interested an opportunity of expressing their views 
. on the more iniportant questions involved. By way of concentrating attention 
on the considerhtims which may be adduced in conneetifUi with different 
issuesj'these are briefly set fbrth below. 
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2. In regard to the o^anization of the department, the Commission 
recommended that the present division of the service into imperial and 
provincial branches should be retained. This arrangement was accepted by 
most of the witnesses and was said to be working satisfactorily in practice. 
Mr. Abdur Rahim, however, in his minute of dissent ^preferred a division of 
the services into class I and class II, and proposed to include in the former 
the holders of superior appointments only and in the latter to group the 
holders of all the inferior appointments, whether rwraifed in England or in 
India. In other words, he desired to see the Assistant and Deputy Superin¬ 
tendents classed together. This desire was voiced by some .of the provincial 
service oflfioers who gave evidence before the Commission, and their claim has 
been taken up and pressed in other quarters. It appears to be based on a‘single 
phrase used in the orders passed on the report of the Police Commission 
of 1902-03, where it was stated that the functions and departmental status of 
Deputy Superintendents would be similar to those of Assistant Superinten¬ 
dents. The Police Commission were impressed by the advantages of 
recruiting the superior police service from Englishmen by open competition in 
England, and condemned both competition among .nominated candidates in 
India and promotion from the subordinate ranks. On these bases, they 
developed the idea of a cadre of European Superintendents fed by European 
Assistant Superintendents recruited in England. They foresaw, however, 
two consequences of this change :— 

(t) there would not be enough Assistant Superintendents to provide 
all the superior assistance required by Superintendents ; 

(if) Indians would be excluded from the superior ranks of the police. 

To meet these difficulties, and with the precedent of the executive 
Provincial Civil Service before them, the Commission proposed the creation of 
the Provincial Police Services. They did not contemplate literal and absolute 
equality between junior officers of the imperial service and provincial service 
officers. The provincial service wore to be a class of officers recruited for 
assistants’ (not Superintendents’) Work ; fifty per cent, of them were to Be 
promoted inspectors and only selected officers were to be promoted to the rank 
of Superintendent. No claim of complete equality can be admitted on the basis 
of this report therefore, when the objects of constituting the services were 
diverse, when the prospects of the provincial service officers and those of 
Assistant Superintendents were defined in entirely different terms, and when 
most of the provincial service men were to find a career within the bounds 
of the service itself. It is now necessary to consider the question of the 
admission of Indians into the imperial service, but this does not affect the 
necessity for the retention of a provincial service. If Indians are recruited 
for the imperial service, the division between the two services will, however, 
be based on the nature of the work to be done and not on a racial distinction. 

3. The imperial branch of the police service is at present recruited from 
three sources :— 

(1) The great majority of officers are appointed on the results of a 

competitive examination held apnually in London. Every 
candidate has to be over 19 and under 21 years of age, and 
^ must be a British subject of European descent whose father 
was at the time of the candidate’s birth a British subject. 

(2) Not more than 5 per cent, of the cadre is recruited by promotion 

from the provincial service. 

(3) The Government of Itidia have power to nopainate a • certain 

number of candidates without examination from the domiciled 
European community ; such nominations arc limited to one for 
each province annually. This method of appointment has b^n 
rarely exercised in recent years. 
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The recommendations of the Commission were— 

(*) That the, annual competitive examination should no longer be 
. restricted to persons of European descent, but should be open 
to natives ot India who have been educated in the United 
Kingdom for a period of five years prior to the examination In 
• other respects • the Commission considered the present regula¬ 
tions suitable. 

(*V) "Hiat the Government of India should make a. more liberal use of 
its power to nominate candidates, and that this power should be 
extended so as to admit of the nomination of natives of India. 

(tit) That the percentage of officers promoted from the provincial 
service should be raised first to 10 per cent, and ultimately to 
20 per cent, of the whole service. 

S 

The Commission considered that the imperial police service was one 'of. 
the services-in the high r ranks of which the nature of British responsibility 
for the good governance of India required the employment of a preponderat¬ 
ing proportion of British officers, and they were satisfied with the personnel 
which the existing examination supplies. They were, therefore, in favour of 
retaining the competitive examination as the main channel of recruitment. 
At the same time, they recognised that the regulations worked hardly in the 
case of persons of mixed descent resident in Grbat Britain and were 
unpopular with Indians. They, therefore, proposed the modification of the 
regulations so as to permit Europeans of mixed descent and Indians of pure 
Asiatic descent to compete, provided they had been educated in the United 
Kingdom for a period of five years prior to the examination. But realising 
that this in itself might not result in any substantial increase in the propor¬ 
tion of Indians in the service, they recommended in addition increased 
recruitment in India. 

4. The method of recruitment for the imperial police service has come 
under consideration at intervals during the last thirty years, and the view has 
prevailed that the European element should predominate in the higher ranks of 
the service. It is now, however, necessary to review the position in the light 
of present day conditions and, in particular, of the recommendations made in 
paragraphs 313 to 317 of the report on Constitutional Reforms. The racial 
discrimination which at present exists in the regulations of the competitive 
examination would to a great extent be removed if the recommendations of 
the Public Services Commission were adopted, but the proposal that _the 
competitive test should bo open only to such Indians as have been educated in 
the United Kingdom for five years prior to the examination would still retain 
an element of discrimination against the Indian. Even if, as has been 
^Oggested, the period were reduced to two years, the proposal would still be 
objectionable in principle. It has therefore been suggested that the Com¬ 
mission s recommendation should be adopted without such qualification, and 
that the examination should be thrown open to Europeans of British descent, 
Indians and Anglo-Indians Oh absolutely equal terms. 

o paragraph 316 of their report His Excellency the Viceroy and 
the Secretary of State have recommended that in the case of all public 
services for which there is recruitment in England open to Europeans and 
J^dians alike, a definite percentage of recruitment should be made in India. 
1 he Public Services Commission,, on the assumption that the admission of 
Indians to the competitive examination in England would probably be 
restricted by insistence on the five years’ residential qu^ification referred to. 
propped that recruitment for the imperial service in India should be both 

from the provincial service. If, however, Indians are 
a muted to the examination in England on equal terms with Europeans of 
«nti8h descent, it seems doubtful whether direct recruitment in India is 
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necessary or desirable. As it is, young men of good educational and social 
qualifications come forward for the provincial police service in numbers 
largely exceeding the vacancies available, and there would seem to be no- 
advantage in putting a small proportion of these direct into the imperial 
service. So far as initial qualifications go, there would be little, if any, 
difference between candidates appointed direct to the imperial service as 
assistant superintendents and those appointed to the provincial service as 
deputy superintendents, and the latter would naturally regard the former 
witli some feelings of jealousy and resentment. If, therefore, Indians jare 
admitted to the competitive examination in England without restriction; it 
would seem best to recruit for the imperial service in India solely b‘y promo¬ 
tion from the provincial service. 

6. In that case, it only remains to consider what proportion of superin- 
tendentships should be reserved for members of the provincial service, and 
it is not easy to fix a proportion while the effect of throwing open to Indians 

. the competitive examination in England' is still an unknown quantity. If 
it were found that Indians were entering the service in large numbers by 
the competitive test in England, it might be necessary to reduce the 
percehtage of recruitment in India, but such action would inevitably cause 
dissatisfaction to the provincial service. ' The existing proportion of 
superintendents' posts open to the provincial service is 5 per cent., and it 
would seem best to increase the percentage cautiously and gradually, in order 
to afford time in which to test the effect of the contemplated changes on the 
administration. 

7. The mode of making appointments in India is a matter of great 
importance. So far as officers promoted from the provincial service are 
concerned, appointments must be by nomination. But if it is decided to 
make direct appointments in addition, there is the choice between examina¬ 
tion, nomination, and a combination of examination and nomination. The 
Commission recommended, a system of nomination. Mr. Chaubal in his 
ipinute of dissent advocated an extension of the competitive system where- 
ever possible. Mr. Abdur Rahim ditf not contemplate a system of direct 
appointment to the superior service, but for the Indian recruitment to his 
class II, from which class I of the service was to be recruited, he recom¬ 
mended the utilization of selection committees. It has at times been sug¬ 
gested that the whole service should be recruited by simultaneous examina¬ 
tions in England and in India, but the objections which apply to simultaneous 
examinations in the case of the Indian Civil Service apply with much 
greater force in that of the police. The question of the methods to be 
adopted for the recruitment of the public services in India is a general one, 
and as such will come under consideration, separately, but, as at present 
advised, the Local Government are inclined to ■ favour a combination of 
examination and nomination, coupled with adequate safeguards for securing 
a due representation of the various communities in the public services. In 
any case, a system of pure competition is scarcely suitable for the police 
service in.existing conditions. 

8. There is reason to believe that in regard! to the pay of the imperial 
police service the Public Services Commission purposely confined themselves 
to the removal of minor anomalies and defects on account of the short 
time which had elapsed since the reorganization of the service in 1905. 
Through increased lapse of time this reason is now less cogent. Further, 
conditions have so altered since 1915, that it is extremely doubtful whether 
the rates of pay proposed by the Commission will be adequate to attract the 
right type of recruit in future. Tho^ Commission’s proposals have been 
received with disappointment and dissatisfaction by the officers of the 
imperial service, and His Excellency the Viceroy and the Secretary, of State, 
in parai^aph 319 of their report, have recomised the need fqr improving 
the conditions of the European services genermly if they are to continue to 
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attract the type of men required. It is not proposed at riiis stage to examine 
in detail the Commission’s proposals in the matter of pay, but it is necessaiy 
to give some indication of the manner in which the passage of time and 
recent political developments have affected the position. First, it has been 
urged with some reason that the position of the ofiBcers in the upper grades 
of Superintendent of Police has become one of considerable hardship. In 
the early years of his service, it is said, a police officer is well off as compared 
with officers of equal age in other services. But among officers of from 
thirteen years’ service and upwards there is stagnation and some penury, with 
the natural consequence of discouragement, loss of keenness and deterioration. 
If this 16 a true picture, thou the Commission’s proposals would do little to 
bring relief where it is most required. They have been criticised especially 
on two grounds : (1) that a compartment system will maintain blocks in 
promotion, (2) that the prop ised scale is inadequate. The substitution of an 
incremental for a graded system of pay is a move in the right direction, but 
there would appear to be grave defects in an incremental system divided 
into compartments, unless there is a definite provision to meet the case of 
officers whose promotion is blocked through no fault of their own, and who 
find themselves still in an inferior appointment long after the period of 
service at which they had a right to expect promotion to the higher grade. 
The Commission have not examined this point, but His Excellency the< 
Viceroy and the Secretary of State have dealt witli it in paragraph 319 of 
their report, and have suggested a method by which the difficulty might be 
overcome. They suggest, and the remarks appear to have particular force 
in respect of the police service, that (1) tjie junior scale should be continued 
until a Senior jKist is actually obtained, and (2) that the higher responsibility 
of the senior post should bo marked by the grant of an additional allowance 
over and above the time scale. The same result can be obtained by separate 
but overhapping scales so designed that the difference between the junior 
and senior scales would be a constant figure. The figures given below, which, 
however, are used purely for the purpose of illustration, indicate how the 
proposal would work in practice:— ' ^ .

9. The inadequacy of the scales proposed by the Oommission has been 
tho subject of comment, and'.the following alternative proposals have been 
received :— 

(t) It has been Suggested that (a) ordinary promotion, on an incre¬ 
mental scale, sbo dd go up to Rs. 1,200, (6) there should be a 
minimum pay of Rs. 1,000 for the two or three charges in each 
province in which work is most responsible and the cost of 
living highest, (c) there should be a selection grade on an 
incremental scale from Us. 1,300 to 1,500. 

(*V) In another case the following scale has been suggested :— 

Rs. 300—40—700 (in the eleventh year)—60—1,250 (in the 
twenty-second year), with a selection grade on Rs. 1,400. 
This scale is based on the scales of the Imperial Forest 
Service and Public Works Department, retarded by two years 
on account of the difference of age on entry, and assumes 
that an officer has a right to expect to hold a superior 
appointment from his ninth year and will usually act for two 
years before he is confirmed. 

' (m) The third scale put forward is Rs. 300—50—1,600, with no 

selection grade. 

These suggestions raise two questions, the first of which is whether a 
few of the most responsible and most expensive charges should carry with 
them a minimum pay of Rs. 1,000 per mensem. The i-oason for this proposal 
is that a junior officer, who has been specially selected for a difficult post, 
should not be penalised thereby and driven' idto debt at an early stage of 
his career. The present system is to compensate officers posted to the more 
expensive stsitions by special allowances. The amount of the allowance so 
given would not ordinarily bring.the pay of a junior officer -up to Rs. 1,000, 
but it is for consideration whether the system of allowances apart from the 
question of their adequacy is not more suitable than that of a minimum pay. 
The former certainly has this advantage in that it benefits officers of what¬ 
ever period of service and not only those in the junior ranks. Secondly, there 
is some difference of opinion as to the desirability of retaining the selection 
grade. The comparative lack of liigher posts in the police service is an 
argument for the retention of such a grade, but against this has to bo 
considered the further fact that there is a tendency for these grades to 
become the last stage in the official career of mediocre officers who are passed 
over for higher posts. 

10. The Commission have proposed that Deputy Inspectors-General 

should be placed on an incremental scale of Rs. 1,500—100—2,000 per month. 
Other suggestions received have been : (i*) that the scale should be 

Rs. 1,800—100—2,000 or even Rs. 1,800—100—2,20(', and (iV)that the graded 
system should be retained, but that the pay of the grades should be raised 
from Rs. 1,500 and Rs. 1,800 to Rs. 1,600, Rs. 1,700, Rs. 1,800 and Rs. 2,000. 

11 . In paragraph 322 of their report. His Excellency the Viceroy and 
the Secretary of State have suggested as a general principle that the standard 
scales of pay of the services generally should be fixed with reference to 
Indians recruited in India at rates sufficient to attract the beat men available 
and to give them an income appropriate to their position, while persons 
recruited by reason of superior qualifications in Europe should be given an 
extra allowance to c;tmpenaat6 them for the drawbacks and"^ expenses of 
expatriation. The Public Services Commission on the other hand recom¬ 
mended that the salaries of Europeans and statutory natives of India should 
be settled for each service separately and ordinarily in accordance with the 
principle that Government should pay so much and so much only as is 
necessary to obtain recruits of the right stamp and to maintain them in such 
a’ degree of comfort as will shield them from temptation and keep them 
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«>ffioieqi4f and not on any'Consideration of race or place of recruitment. In 
regard to the im^rial Police Service, the Commission conBi4ered that all 
omoers of that i^ervice, European and Indian, whether recruited in England 
or in India, should be paid at the same rates. The reasons for maki'ng this 
exception have been detailed in paragraph 56 of the Commission’s report. 
The point for consideration is Whether the system proposed by His Excellency 
the Viceroy and the Secretary of State is suitable to the circumstances of ;he 
imperial Police Service, or whether for the reasons urged by the Public 
Services Commission all officers of that service wherever recruited should be 
remunerated at the same rates. 

12. As regards the recommendations of the Commission concerning the 
provincial service, it is considered that the rules regulating recruitment for 
this service are generally suitable and that no radical reorganization is called 
for, though certain minor changes might be adoi)ted. The educational 
qualifications prescribed for candidates fdr direct appointment to this service 
are already high, and no change is called for in this respect. The best 
method of marking direct appointments is a more difficult question, which may 
be considered with reference to the remarks in paragraph 7 of this resolution. 
The existing practice followed in Bengal of making half the appointments 
to the provincial service by the promotion of inspectors was apparently 
approved by the Commission, and no change is contemplated in this respect. 
Following their general principles, the t’ommission have proposed the 
substitution of an incremental for a graded system of pay, and the point 
for considei'ation hero is whether the scale of pay proposed is suitable. 

l.S. The other matters dealt with in the Commission’s report, so far as the 
Police Service is concerned, are of minor importance, and His Excellency in 
Council does not propose to invite opinion specifically on them. As the 
Government of India desire to bo placed in possession of the views of the 
Local Government at as early a date as possible, it is requested that any 
remarks or criticisms, which any person or body of persons interested may 
desire to offer, may be forwarded to the Chief Secretary to the Government 
of Bengal not later than the 30tih November 1918.

Read— 

The Report of the Board of Revenue on the AdministraUon of Wards’, Attached 
and Trust estates in the Presidency of Bengal for the Bengali year 1324 
(1917-18). 

Number of estates under management— Tho Court of Wards took 
charge of eight new estates during the year and one estate was released. 
There were thus 62 estates under the management of the Court of Wards 
at the end of the year, against 65 estates in tho preceding year. 

2. Payment of revenue and cesses. —The total amount of revenue and 
cesses due to Government, including arrears, was Rs. 14,02,282. Payment*! 
amounted to Rs. 13,04,086 or 92'9 per cent., against 93*0 per cent, in the 
preceding year. As in the previous year, tho heaviest balance was due by 
the Tagore estate. 

3. Rent and cesses due to superior landlords.— The perpentage of 
payment of rent and cesses to superior landlords showed a slight improve¬ 
ment, being 84'8 per cent, of the amount due, against 83’2 per cent, in the 
previous year, leaving a balance of Rs. 86.586 out of a total demand of 
Rs. 5,73,516. /This was due mainly to disputes regarding title and interests 
of superior landlords and non-adjustment of accounts and to accumulation of 
petty dues allowed by superior landlords. 

4. Collection of routs and cosses. —The percentage of collection on 
current demand fell from 11()‘7 in the previous year to 98*4. The standard 
of 100 per cent, collection on current demand was exceeded in twenty 
estates. The deficit m the remaining estates was due to the straitened 
circumstances of the tenantry in consequence of the. high prices of most of 
the necessaries of life and the abnormally low prices of jute and paddy. 
The outstanding balance due to all the estates aggregated over 59 lakhs, 
representing 141 5 per cent, on the current demand against 138'8 per cent, 
in the previous year. The balance oxeeoded the current demand in all 
divisions except Rajshahi. 

As compared with the preceding year the number of civil suits filed 
duripg the year for the recovery of rent and cesses due to Wards’ estates 
decreased by 797 ; but the number of certificates showed an increase of 6,001. 
Out of 3,946 civil suits for disposal, 3,064 cases were disposed of during the 
year, but only a little more than one-third of tho decretal amount was 
, recovered. Of 29,704 certificates for disposal, only 19,591 were disposed of ; 
and 63’6 per cent, of the total claim was realised against 66‘8 per cent, in 
the previous year. 

5. DnbtS of OStntOS. —The total liabilities of the estates under the 
management of the Court of Wards stood at nearly 82 lakhs at the end of the 
year, and of this amount eleven estates w.ere. responsible forjnearly ,78, luhhs. 
The decree obtained in the foreclosure suit by the mortgagees of the Tagore 
estate became absolute, but the proclamation for the sale of the properties 
has not yet been published. The debts of this estate are more than 21 lakhs. 
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The special officer appointed to allocate the debts between the proprietors of 
the Bhawal Wards’ estate ^s 8nJl^itte4 his report, and it is now under the 
consideration of the Board of Revenue. ' The Nurullapur property of the late 
Nawab Sir Salimulla was sold, and the entire sale-proceeds were expended in 
part payihent of the debt due to Gpvernment. 

6. €ost Of managamint aad axpanditura oa impravamaats.— The 

percentage of cost of management on the current rent and cess demand of 
estates for the whole Presidency was 13’2 against 13'0 in the previous year. 
The percentage of the cost of management of the Basudebpur Wards’ estate 
in Midhapore has risen from 3’^ to 14T, and the local officers have been asked 
to explain the reason for this high increase. The high percentage (26*0) of 
the managcmont cost in the Karatiya estate is attributed, as in the previous 
year, to the fact that a. very largo amount was paid to the patwaris of the 
estate on account of arrcar coinmissions on adjustment of their accounts. 
The total oxpenditui-e on improvements, schools and dispensaries was 
Rs. 1,70,496 or 4‘07 per cent, of the current demand. In accordance with 
the instructions issued by tiio Board in 1916 agricultural demonstrations in 
Wards’ estattjs are now generally carried on under the supervision of officers 
of the Agricultural Department. The report shows satisfactory evidenoe of 
increased interest in agricultural improvement. 

, 7. Education of wards. —The education of the wards received due 
attention and the result wjis generally satisfactory. During the year under 
report a minor son of the eldest mah; ward of ilie Bhukailash estate No. I 
received some training in survey and sottlenient work under the Settlement 
Officer of Tippora and Noakliali. 

8 . The thanks of the Governor in ('ouncll are due to the Board of 
lleveuuo for its efficient administration of the estates under the Court of 
Wards. Miss Cornelia Sorabji, La^ly Adviser to the Court of Wards, has 
done much useful work in giving the ladies of the zenanas of the Wards’ 
estates the benefit of iier advice in various matters, particularly with regard 
to the health, comfort and the education of these ladies and of minor wards. 
Tile good work of the managers mentioned in the report will be noted.

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COTTON CULTIVATION IN BENGAL.

In view ot the interest which has been taken recently in the subject of 
cotton cultivation in Bengal and of the resolution which was passed in this 
connection at the meeting of the Bengal Legislative Council held at Dacca on 
the 19tli August 1918, a report on the .subject by the Director of Agriculture 
is published for general information. The report indicates the measures 
which are being taken and the difficulties of growing cotton in Bengal. 
The Governor in CounciMias decided to depute Mr. N. N. Pillai, Weaving 
Expert to the Government of Bengal, to hold an enquiry as regaixis the 
number of charlcas in use, their requirements in the way of raw cotton, and 
how these requirements can be met.

REPORT. 

The question of cotton-growing in Bengal foriuc^d one of the subjects of 
discussion at the summer meeting of the Provincial Agricultural As.sociation 
held in Calcutta on jfiily 4th. The inclusion of this subject was due to the 
suggestion of the Director of Agriculture as the question was attracting 
some attention amongst the educated .section of the rural commiiiiity and 
as indents for considerable quantities of cotton seed had been received and 
wore being supplied by the Agricultural Department. The question is by 
no means a new one to the Agricultural Department us any marked rise in 
IH'ice of cotton goods is generally accompanied by a demand for the supply 
of cotton seed. The cloth situation on this occasion, however, was much 
more acute, and with little apparent likelihood of an early return to normal 
condition it was considered desirable to .see whether anything could be done 
by local efforts. 

2. The subject was discussed at some length by the meeting which 
consisted largely of unofficial representatives, from District Agricultural 
Associations and District Boards. The general conclusion arrived at was 
that, although cotton was not to be recommended as a field crop in the 
plains of Bengal, and although the general situation as regards the price of 
mw cotton or manufactured cotton goods could not be affected by any 
possible extension of cotton-growing in the Presidency, yet as a special 
war time measure and in view of the efforts which were being made to 
reintroduce home-spinning in certain localities owing to the high price and 
scarcity of cotton goods, a local supply of raw cotton might be organised 
through the growing of cotton plants amongst other crbpa on small areas 
on the higher homeste,ad lands nefir village sites. Cotton-growing would 
thus be a subsidiary Industry to home-spinning, and. its extension would 
depend largely on the e.xteut to which local efforts to i-evive the charka 
proved successful. 

3. The following measures were recommended:— 

In the first place, the extension of the growth of the various types of 
tree cotton (gossipiuni arboteum) commonly found in many districts. It 
was recognized that this was a matter for local effort, no funds being 
necessary as the seed of the tree cotton would be available locally at the 
beginning of the cold weather season. * 

In the second place, it was considered desirable to supply coUioii seed 
of superior, field types in small quantities to growerss. 
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The action of the department in insisting on early indents -for next 
year’s seed supply was approved of, and it was recommended that 
Gove'mment shonld be asked to make a free distribution of seed in small 
quantities. 

It was explained to the meeting that a collection of cotton varieties had 
been made and that these were being grown at the Dacca Agricultural 
Station and that recommendations would be made after the crop had ripened 
as to the proper types of cotton to grow. The meeting also recommended 
the appointment of an agricultural oflPcer to each of the remaining districts. 

4. On the recommendation of the meeting Government has agreed as a 
special war time measure to financing a free distribution of cotton seed, 
provided the distribution is extensive and in small quantities, in oixler to 
supply a nucleus seed supply, and has sanctioned the aj)pointment of five 
additional District Agricultural OflBcers from December 1st. 

5. In order to understand the exact situation, the following considera¬ 
tions require to be borne in mind 

No part of Bengal is suited for cotton-growing; much the greater part 
of it is absolutely unsuitable, and the crop is confined to a comparatively 
small and highly specialized area on the eastern borders of the Presidency. 

The main reasons for this are as follows :— 

The cotton plant, in a productive sense (imt in a vegetative sense), is 
particularly sensitive to enviroument, and unless suitable conditions pi-evail, 
the yield tends to sink so low as to make the crop unprofitable. 

, These conditions are : — 

(a) Plenty of moisture at sowing time. 

(b) Enough but not too much moisture in its early stages. 

(c) Dry conditions up (ill flowering time ajid plenty of moisture 

thereafter. 

(d) Sunny weather throughout its growth. 

(e) Absence of water-logging, whicli Is fatal to the crop. 

It is thus evident that the ideal conditions for the <’rop consist in a dry 
climate with control of the water-supply. The situation and climate of 
North-east India present a strange contrast to those conditions. It will be 
seen that the hvst mentioned of these, viz., the water-logging of the soil, 
obviously rules out the greater part of Bengal for cotton as a Held crip, while 
the absenco.of the factors (a) and (b) would render it risky even in the higher 
lands of the Western districts. The pi*esence of the factors (n), (b) and («) 
renders it possible to grow cotton in the Eastern Hill Tmct.s, while the 
almost universal absence of factors (c) and (d) in Bengal tends to reduce the 
yield to such an extent as to make it unprofitable except in places where 
there are no competing revenue crops. 

It is known that cotton (of an inferior type certainly, but still cotton) is 
grown in Hill Tippera and in the Chittagong Hill Tracts, but is found no¬ 
where in the plains of Bengal except in very scattered fields in the west of 
Midnapore and Bankura districts. On the other hand, it would be possible 
to grow cotton on the higher homestead lands throughout the Presidency 
which are free from water-logging, but again on account of the presence of 
factors (c) and (d) a satisfactory yield is not to be expected. The Provincial 
Agricultural Association, it will bo noted, recommended that the crop should 
be grown on small areas only, and that, where possible, the plants should be 
mixed with other crops to form a mixed crop. This procedure wasadvociited 
in order to minimise loss on account of the uncertainty of the crop giving 
a reasonable outturn. 

6. From the above it is clear that the meeting thoroughly understood 
the position with regard to the possibilities of cotton-growing in the vfatnsof 
Bengal and that their conclusions were based on a sonnd couceptimi of the 
situation. It was considered that an increase of the area of the cotton in 
the bill tracts would have no effect on the general situation, as the quality of 
lint obtainable from these places was not likely to be satisfactory for home¬ 
spinning. 

7. It is worthy of mention that the experience of those who have tried 
cotton-growing in the plains this year, confirms absolutely the premises on 
whicli the meeting founded their resolutions. In Eastern Bengal, growers 
have had little success owing to the wet season, while on the higher lands 
in Western Bengal which had a comparatively light rainfall in July, the

plants have done inach better where grown UQ4e^ proper conditions. 
As a piatter oi fact, the.maiu principles reguii^ihg cpjttoii-groyving have ^9pn 
carefully studied for many years in America, Egypt lijua in Indij^, ^nd 
well known. 

8 . The next point is the questioiuof the r,elntrodttction .of the c^ctrka 
as a temporary measure in times of high prices, and tlie.c6nnectidn ,betw^u 
it and a local supply of cotton. There was considerable diffeijenc^ of 
opinion at the meeting regarding, the pro-spects of a revival .of o/iarArd 
spinning. It was generally realized that this would involve great cliffl- 
cnlties and that success was at least donbtfnl. The meeting was, however, 
unanimous in its de.sire to assist any local effort to improve tU6 cloth 
situation and considered that it was‘worth while organizing a locaUy 
grown supply of cotton to inoet any demand for Hut on the part of spinners. 
This matter was not so fully discussed as that of cotton-growing itself, 
hut the main ihtontiou of the meothig was plainly to give an oppbrtouity 
to tho^i* in possession of land, of growing and spinning their pyrii cotton, 
having their yarn made into cloth by ,tlie local weaver, l^he DiiX'Ctor 
of Agriculture considers that this view is eminently sounil, provided the 
grower is prepand to wear iiome>span cotton cloth. A great^deal, everything 
in fact, depend.s on this. 

9. The practical outcome of the discnssion was therefore that, as no local 
supply of tile seed of field cotton of the proper varieties for home-spinning 
was available in Bengal, seed of these varieties would have to be imported, 
and that this should b * distributed in small quantities to tlinse prepared to 
utilize the produce for liome-spilining. The e.xteusiou of the growing of 
tree cotton w.is, as stated above> also recommended. The findings of the 
meeting have been accepted by the Agricultural Department. 

10. The. meeting tentatively suggested that a spring crop of cotton 
might be attempted this year. It was explained that for this purpose dm 
varieties would be necessary and that the quality of the lint obtainable would 
not be suitable for home-spinning. The opinion of many of the delegates 
present was, liowever, that the question was of such lirgeiicy that a cold 
weather crop should be tried, as it bud not tlien been demonstiiited that 
desi lint was unsuitable for the charka. Arrangements were accordingly 
made for a supply of seed from the ginning factories, but subsequent 
experience at Mymensingb with the Qaro Hill cotton has comjielled the 
Dii'ector of Agriculture to cancel the distribution after the seed had been 
brought. 

The department has accepted tiie suggestion of the meeting regarding 
tree cotton varieties and is making armugements to assist in the djstribation 
of all available seed when the time comes. Last year’s seed .of these 
varieties has proved disappointing, presenting great difficulties in germina¬ 
tion. As a matter of fact cotton seed appears to deteriorate rapidly in Bengal 
and old. seed is of little use. 

11. As mentioned at the meeting, the study of varieties bad been taken 
up by the Botanical section at Dacca in anticipation of events, and a 
collection of field varieties, both d si and acclimatized Amerij^in, also 
of tree cottons, baa been grown this year with the object of assisting in the 
selection of those best salted to Bengal conditions. It will, of course, 
understood that there is no possibility, by iutervarietai selection or crossing, 
of arriving at an improved t^e or even a type more suited to the climate 
during the present crisis. Work of this nature takes many years to bear 
fruit and results cannot be improvised. The present work is mainly 
directed towards obtaining the more immediate information regarding the 
varieties already in existence. This information will, as mentioned above, 
be of considerable assistuiice in choosing the varieties for next year’s 
.sowings. It is, however, intended, as a matter of course, to continue the 
work already begun, until definite results have been obtained, more 
e.specially regarding the qualities of the different varieties of tree cottonl 

12 . From the above it will be clear that the ijqlicy of the Agricultural 
Department with regard to cotton-growing aims at assisting any possible 
development of charka spinning. It must, however, be remembered that even 
in the most favourable circumstances, there will be no results until the cold 
weather of 1919-20 and that little locally-grown cotton will be available till 
then. The question of obtaining a supply of lint for local charkaa if there¬ 
fore of more immediate importance than that of the seed supply, Whi^ can 
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only bear fruit a year hence. This matter is receiving the attention of the 
Weaving Expert. 

•13.. As regards the question of a general revival of the charka as an 
emergency measure, prospects which were always doubtful are now by no 
means bright. There is little doubt that the movement originally owed a 
great deal of its strength, not only to the prevailing high prices of cloth, but 
also to the disappointment on the part of the jute-growing cultivators with 
the low prices of jute. The recovery of the raw jute market in July has 
altered the situation materially, ami so far as can be gathered, has had the 
effect of turning the attention of the raiyats, in the jute-growing districts, 
awsvy from growing their own cotton. Further, the improved military situa¬ 
tion carrying with it prospects of an earlier restoration of normal conditions 
will, doubtless, have its effect on the movement. The Director of Agriculture, 
therefore, anticipates a further falling off in the interest shown in cotion- 
grewlng. Neveftheless, as there appears to be little prospect of cheap cloth 
for some time to come, it is proposed to carry out the policy previously 
settled on.
